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The German Maelstrom. 


THE German elections have come and gone. without the 
predicted accOmpaniment of an anti-Jewish Pogrom. There 
will have been a sigh of relief, more especially among Jews who 
have relatives in the Reich. No definite description was given 
by the papers which published the pre-election rumours, of the 
source of their information. But having regard to the 
unparalleled incitements by Nazi writers and speakers —to 
which Mr. NEVILLE LASKI and Mr. MONTEFIORE drew attention 
in the Zimes last Saturday—-and the failure of the Government 
to suppress them, as demanded by the Emergency Decree which 
HITLER himself had signed, any feeling of alarm might assuredly 
not have been altogether unjustified. Nazi headquarters 
repudiated the reports, but their action in raiding the offices of 
the Central Union of German Jews spoke louder than thei: 
words, and no one could have been surprised if the strong wine 
of their demagogic utterances had gone to the heads of their 
followers and produced sporadic attacks—particularly against 
the ¢cattered Jews in the small towns and villages. That no 
outbreaks occurred may be attributed to the leaders’ political 
wisdom, as well as, we hope, to their sentiments of common 
humanity. To have celebrated their expected triumph, in 
advance, with a Jewish blood bath would have alienated all the 
decent elements in present-day civilisation. Not only. as an able 
writer in the Suxday Times says, would educated Germany have 
been disgraced to the old level of ignorant Russia, but her 
friends would have hung their heads in shame for her. 

- ® For ourselves, we have no sort of quarrel with the German 
people, which has “ made great spaces luminous" in the realm of 
culture, and rightly takes a foremost place among those nations 
which have added to the graces of life and the achievements of 
progress. We appreciate, too, the vexation of spirit and burden 
of suffering which it has endured, not only through the bitter- 
ness of defeat but by reason of a vindictive and oppressive 
peace. If Allied statesmen and peoples had had but a glimmer- 
ing of reason they would have known that the attempt to 
stretch their enemy on the Procrustean bed of the Versailles 
Treaty could have led only to angry resistance, that the 
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way would be opened for leaders of ready tongue, prepared 
to march over any obstacle they believed to lie in their 
path, and that the masses would follow in sheer desperation of 
spirit. Unhappily, the diplomatists went their mad and reck- 
less way, and it has led to a mad and reckless uprising. In any 
such consequences, the Jews were bound to be involved, and to 
furnish the first victims. 

Whether all the seventeen milhons who voted for HItTLer 
are really anti-Semites who would go the whole or any part of 
the way with him in his anti-Jewish programme, we venture to 
doubt. To vote Nazi must have been with many of them just 
to vote for a change from intolerable conditions. Even to-day, 
with all the admitted increase in their poll, the Hitlerites com 
mand nothing like the support of a majority of the people, and 
have been able to attract only seventeen million or so followers 
out of a total of nearly forty million voters. Without the 
Nationalists, who have been making significant references to the 
necessity for law and order, they cannot control the decisions of 
the Reichstag. Nor have they the voting power to alter the 
Constitution. Significant, too, is the steadiness of the Moderate 
Parties’ polls, in the face of unheard of difficulties placed in ther 
way. All these are facts which we would do well to bear in 
mind. Onthe other hand, there are certain elements in the 
situation which we cannot, and must not, hide out of sight. The 
Nationalists are stagnant in numbers, and, when the day comes 
to dislodge these political bedfellows, the Nazis will have little 
compunction in doing se, and im asserting their unchallenged 
iscendancy with the aid of their army and their power in the 
a lministrative and the police organisations over a great part of 
the country. To what extent their actions will provoke a 
successful resistance from the more orderly and less arbitrary 
sections of the population is a question that only the future can 
unswer, 

Meanwhile the Jewish position must remain hard and even 
“terrible” —to use Dr. WERIZMANN’S word in his momentous 
h last Thursday week. It is all very well for the Nazi lenders 
to offer reassuring statements, about pogroms. But there are 
more Ways of dest roy ing a }) ople or crushing Its spirn than the 
crude methods of the Russian pogromists. ~ If.’ said Captain 
GOERING, the Nazi Minister of the Interior for Prussia, on the 
eve of the elections, the Jews remain loyal, and mind their 
own business, no one need be afraid, only we shall not tolerate 
ony Jews running the affairs of our country.” What he means 
hy the second half of his statement'‘he has explained on previors 
occasions. It has been said that we shall kill the Jews. That 
i. not true,” he told an Italian newspaper last summer. ~The 
decent Israelite merchant who wants to remain in Germany as 
an alien under the protection of the aliens’ law will be able to 
continue to pursue his business undisturbed, and will come to 
no harm. We shall enact legislation to prevent all further 
immigration into Germany from Poland, Russia, or any other 
country in the world. Those Jews who have immigrated into 
Germany since August 1914 will be expelled, All those Jews 
who have not immigrated into Germany from abroad will be left 
here but they will be removed from all public positions —in the 
press, the theatre, the film, the school, and the universities. 
We shall also dismiss them from all public offices, cancel all 
their honours, and remove them from every post in which they 
may be able to exert their disruptive anti-national, international, 
or at best a-national influence to the hurt of the German 
people.”’ In these words of Captain GOERING. we have the true 
mind of the Naziparties. Not Jewish blood, bat Jewish honour, 
The German Jews. settled for many centuries in the country, 
are to lose their citizen rights and to be degraded to the status 
of a helot class. HITLER himself has not repudiated this 


‘fiendish plan. His myrmidons in Thuringia are already tenta- 


tively putting it into effect—they have issued instructions to all 
State Departments to accept tenders only from Christian firms. 

If the Nazis suppose that such a brutal policy of debase- 
ment and ruin will absolve them from the horrified indignation 
of the non-German world, or that it will or can advance the 
highest interests of the Fatherland, they are grievously mistaken. 
Once such moral anarchy is created its catastrophic effects 
cannot be confined to Jews. Its poison will spread through the 
veins of the German body politic. We hope that Herr Hitler and 
his lieutenants will, under the chastening sense of responsibility, 
see the worse than futility of their present course. They have 
an unexampled opportunity to consolidate the power and the 
influence of their country on a basis of world-wide respect. 
To ignore it would be a tragedy of tragedies, not only for the

- would have ceased to remember them, shadows as‘they are of a 


forgotten day. Yet we may well be grateful to them for the work 
they tried to do, and wonder whether they or their principles will 
ever play a part again on the stage of Russian history. For that 
to happen, the present régime would have to go. Stalin and his 
friends are strong in the protection of the Red Army. But 
Tsarism, too, was strong in its military defences, and nobody 
betieved that it could be overthrown. Yet the day came when the 
military protection crumbled. History is as often as not the story 
of the unexpected! If the present system should bite the dust, 
where would the Jews be? Some think that the restoration of 
the ancien régime would be followed by the return of the anti- 
Jewis persecution and pogroms, and the circle of Jew-oppres. 
sion in Europe would thus be catastrophically completed. ‘The 
prediction was challenged by one speaker at the Conference. 
But others spoke of the Jew-hatred among some of the hundreds of 
thousands of é¢niigrés, and of its widespread prevalence in Russia 
itself, fostered by Communists, though not, one must believe, by the 
Soviet authorities themselves. It is all one facet of the Russian 
enigma. The country remains the great query mark affixed to the 
political, social and religious maps of Europa, and events alone wil! 
determine what the answer will be. One remark made by aspeaker 
at the Conference stands out for its touching significance. He was 
M. Avxentieff, a member of the short-lived and ill-starred Kerensky 
Government, and a notable contributor to the “ Darkest Russia ”’ 
artic'es with which THE JEwWIsH CHRONICLE fought the Jew-baiters 
in the dark days of Tsardom, ‘He told his audience that he was in 
America a few years ago, and was struck by the lingering affection 
which many Jews there still felt for the Russia from which they 
had been driven by persecution and massacre. It is an old trait 
in the Jewish character. Jewish descendants of the Spanish 
Inquisition victims still cherish the language of their ancestral 
home. Here is one of the pathetic loyalties of the race, of which 
too little is heard, but which its enemies might wel! pause to ponder 
in their headlong rush-to unreasoning violence, 
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The Proposed Inquiry in Poland. 

It will be seen, from a despatch printed in another column, that 
the proposal broached by Major H. L. Nathan, M.P.. at the last meeting 
of the Board of Deputies, to send a Commission of Inquiry to Poland, 
has met with a mixed reception by representative Jews in that 
country, It may be that no unanimous opinion could have been 
looked for—especially in a community so prone to differences. 
Nevertheless, the opinions obtained by our correspondent 
they cover a very wide area of the local community—deserve, and 
will no doubt receive, the careful consideration of the Deputies. 
Dr. Thon, the President of the Jewish Club in the Polish Parliament, 
is not unfavourable to the Commission in prin iple. What he fears 
is unnecessary publicity in the matter. Nobody, he says, should 
know about its work until it is finished. How its inquiries are to 
remain a secret, particularly after the reports that have already been 
published, he does not say. Dr. Thon also doubts the practical 
value of a Commission, and this opinion, it will be observed, is 
shared by others, whom our correspondent interviewed. The 
leaders of Jewish Orthodoxy are, in the

main, antagonistic, 
and so, also, are the Jewish members of the Government Parties, 
as well as the Jewish Socialists. On the other hand, there 
is a. certain sympathy for the proposal among Zionists, 
and a very great deal of support from the Provincial Jews, as 
distinct from those in the Capital. But the feeling, in the latter 
case, 1s that the sending of the Commission would somehow lead to 
concrete assistance from English Jewry, and it would obviously be 
a bad thing to encourage hopes which might not be realised to any 
material degree. On the whole, one is inclined to believe that 
given some considerable body of agreement among our Polish 
brethren—unanimity, as we have said, is too much to expect 
——some .useful service might be rendered by the despatch 
of a Commission of Inquiry, provided that the ground were 
well prepared beforeliand, and it were made clear that the 
object in view is dispassionate inquiry and nothing more. It is, 
further, essential that the Deputies should obtain the consent of the 
Polish Government itself to the investigation. That Government 
would have nothing to fear or resent in a course of action designed 
solely to get at the facts, and carried on in no spirit whatever of 
hostility; and one would suppose that it would welcome rather than 
deprecate the step. It may be asked what the Deputies would do 
with the Commission's report, when they got it. Major Nathan, so 


far as we know, has not explained. Eut such practical 


action as might be found feasible and useful must obviousl, 
depend on the findings. and, in any casé, the very presence of a 
body of English inqguirers in their midst must bring comfort to 
our stricken co-religionists, while also providing a firm basis of 
ascertained truth for any discussions on the Polish situation that 
an uncertain future may necessitate. Deputies thus fortified would 
clearly be in a much stronger position than now in the conduct 
of any negotiations they undertook,

Mr. Myer Salaman, predeceased him eleven years ago. 


Ex-Senator WILLY DINERMAN, Director of the Moldavian Bank and a 
member of the Government Supreme Economic Council, died in Buchares' 
on Monday, following a heart attack. The deceased who was fifty-six 
years of age, was active in a number of Jewish philanthropic and other 
institutions. He was an expert on economic and financial questions. He 
resigned his seat in the Senate, where he belonged to the Government 
Party, in December’ 1931 when he was appointed to the Supreme 
Economic Council.

Club Workers Discuss Their Difficulties. 


SABBATH AND ATHLETICS. 

There was a large attendance of Clab Managers and otbers 
interested in the work of Jewish clubs at the Annual Meeting and 
Conference of the Asso« iation for Jewish Youth, held at Camperdown 
House, Half Moon Passage, Aldgate, on Sunday. By invitation of 
Mr. B. L. Q. Henriques, the Boys’ Division Conference was held 
on Saturday evening at the Bernhard Baron St. George's Jewish 
Settlement, 

The first paper-was by Mr. HENRIQUES who spoke on “The Back 
vround of the Jewish boy, describing his home life, school life and 
working conditions.” Mr. E. M, Halsted presided. A discussion followed. 
\fter dinner, Mr. Douglas Schonfield spoke on “ ‘The Value of Co-operation 
Among Jewish Clubs and C.ub Managers (including the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade and its Officers) and between Jewish Boys’ Organisations ard other 
similar bodies.” Mr. R. A. Flatau was in the Chair. .A concert followed. 
(n Sunday morning, Mr. H. A. Secretan (Oxford and Bermondsey Club) 
read a paper on “ The Aim and Method of the Club, with special reference 
to-the position of the Club Manager.” Mr. T. J. Phillips was in the 
Chair. An open session of the Boys’ Division Conference followed. 

At the Senior Division Conference on Sunday morning at Camperdown 
llouse, with Mr. R. 8. Makower in the Chair, Mr. D. K. DUNCAN read a 
paper on “ The Aims and Objects of Jewish Young Men’s and Women’s 
Clubs, their position in the Community and the value of close co-operation 
between them.” A discussion followed. At the same time, the Girls’ 
Division Conference was held, at which papers were read by Miss Leila M. 
Israel on ‘“* The Background of the Clab Member,” and by Miss Fk. Ramsay 
on “The Contribution of Continued Education to the Life of the Working 
Girl.” Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., was in the Chair.

Annual Meeting. 

Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN was in the Chair at the Annual Meeting. He 
read a telegram from Mr. Harold M. Lion, wishing success to the An.inal 
Meeting and Conference.

Following the meeting, the Annnal Conference was held, with Dr. 
Israel Feldman in the Chair, wheu resumes of the reports of the Divisional

Mr. R. &. MAKOWER, speaking on the paper read Ly Mr. PD. K. 
Dunean, referred to a suggestion that Old Boys’ Clubs should 
form junior sections and that boys joining the senior clubs should 
be allowed to take an active part on their Committees. The question of 
separate social clubs was also an important factor. He hoped the 
ik xecutive Committee would meet the representatives of those separate 
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clubs, in order to establish a common basis for work with the Association, 
The Jewish Friendly Societies, he understood, were in sympathy with the 
aims and objects of the Association; and, he thought, some kind of contact 
should be made for co-operation with the work of the Friendly Societies, 
Other matters in Mr. Duncan's paper were the questions of unemployment, 
more manacers and the necd ofa better spirit of sportsmanship amon, 
club players. 

Miss MIRIAM MO3ES reported on the papers read by Miss Leila Isracl 
and Miss BE. Ramsay to the Girls’ Conference. Miss Israel, she said. 
covered the period from the time a girl left schcol, what kind of work she 
should take up, and what should be done for her on joining a club. More 
opportunities should be given for parents to visit the c.ubs and converse 
with the Managers on difficult problems. It was stated that some gir]s 
between 154 and 164 often drifted away from the clubs. Many returned 
after a period, but many did not. She (Miss Moses) hoped the Girls’ 
(lub Section would further consider this serious problem and the question 
of Religion in the Clubs. Miss Ramsay's contribution tothe Conference was 
to emphasise the need for continued education to the working girl. She 
came to the conclusion that the Clubs should take greater advantage of 
the evening Institutes, which would be of immense benefit to the girls 

A report on the Boys’ Division Conference was submitted by Mr. 
S. AMSTELL. The hypersensitiveness of the Jewish parent, Mr. 
Henriques had said, in the course of his paper, was due, principally, 
to anti-Semitism in countries whence they came. It led to mistrust 
of everybody on the part of the parents, and especially non-Jews, 
and led to a certain amount of opposition to their children engaginy 
in athletic games. Oriental ostentation was another problem difficult to 
solve. So much wasdone in the homein the name of Religion that it often 
(trove religion out of the lives of the boys. Religious instruction fortwo or 
three hours after school-hours had its evil effects from the health point of 
view. Some boys were so overworked in their situations that, when they 
came to their Clubs, they were too tired to take part in athletics and 
games. For boys of that type the canteen was the best part of the club. 
Mr. Amstell went on to refer to the paper by Mr. Secretan who, he 
said, spoke of the education section of club work. The development of 
the mind would be more the work of the Clubs in the fnture than it had 
been in the past. He stressed the advantages of mental training and the 
encouragement of the group system in clubs. A Manager must enjoy the 
work and have faith in the boys. He must, above all, be aleader. Mr. 
Schonfield’s paper, said Mr. Amstell, s'ressed the value of co-operation 
among Jewish club;:, as well as team-work and team-spirit. It was 
necessary, he said, to learn from similar and kindred institutions of their 
activities, and to pool that knowledge for the benefit of all. The first 
aims of the A.4J.Y. were to come to a better understanding with the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, then with the Schools, Old Boys’ and Old Girls’ 
(‘lubs, Care Committees, etc., and now, after ten years, those aims had 
heen realised. The A.J.Y. was now a Jewish Youth movement, and 
brought many Jewish bodies into closest co-operation, irrespective of 
their form of Judaism. 

A discussion on the lack of sportsmanship among many of the Senior 
Clubs followed. It was pointed out that it would be better if leaguo 
matches were abolished and friendly matches substituted, 


The Sabbath Difficulty. | 

One manager of a Club suggested that they could not meet non 
Jewish clubs in athletic competitions because of .the incidence of the 
Sabbath. Another spoke of the fact that many boys belonging to Jewish 
clubs took part in games on the Sabbath, and he thought that the A.J.Y. 
should take steps to stop the practice. A suggestion was made that 
(Clubs should be open on Saturdays and that the Welfare Committee of tho 
United Synagogue be asked for a more broad-minded view of Sabbath 
afternoon activities. One speaker said that a little more religion was 
needed in the Clubs, and that to raise the standard of the Clubs it was 
necessary to raise the standard of managers. 

Those who took part in the discussion were the Rev. E. Lipson, Miss 
M. Moses, Miss M. D. Herz, and’ Messrs. H. A. Satter, H. Field, J. P. 
Lazarus, P. Q. H. Simon, H. R. Samson, Bertram Cohen, A. Maas, M. 
C‘ohen, Davis and D. 8. Woolf. 

Mr. T. J. PHILLIPS wound up the discussion. He said that the 
(Conference had been a very successful one, and had achieved its object. 
it covered a wide range of subjects, and would enable the Association anc 
all those interested in the Youth Movement to carry on their labours. 
The question of the Sabbath and many problems brought forward would 
receive the serious attention of the Council, and he would again appeal 
very strongly to young men and women to come forward as Managers. 
Ife paid a tribute of thanks to the principal speakers and to all who had 
taken part in the Conference. 

Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN said that the question of Sabbath recreation had 
becn discussed many times by the Council, but there were concrete 
obstacles inthe way. It was for their religious leaders to mect them 
half way with a view-point on the problem. 

Mr. D. SCHONFIELD moyed a vote of thanks to the two Hon. 
Secretaries and to the Chairman. 


The United Synagogue Fellowship. 
PROPOSED ACTIVITIES. 


The second of the series of Conferences that are being held to devclop 
the work and scope of the United Synagogue Fellowship was held at the 
Jewish Institute on Monday. Dr. E. Bernstein, who presided over a large 
attendance, presented a draft scheme of activities prepared by the 
Provisional Committee. He emphasised the leading aim of the lellow 
ship, which was to afford Synagogue facilities within the wgis of the 
United Synagogue for the great mass of young people who, for various 
reasons, found themselves outside congregations. For these, tho 
Fellowship was to establish their own congregation which woud 
organise its own services and provide for all religions needs, Mr. >. 
Kicin made a strong plea for every effort being made to ensure the 
complete independence of services arranged by the Fellowship so 
that its members would be earning the status of fully constitute: 
members of a Congregation. He advocated getting into touch with a!! 
young people, whether attached or unattached with youth organisation-. 
Miss Netta Lee referred to the need for steps being taken to secure 
Fellowship Hall. Mr. M. Robbins said'that no limits should be imposc:| 
on the aims of the Fellowship; as the movement was worthy of the highcs! 
ideals. ‘The Rey. Eric Lipson called for the fullest participation of 
individual members in the pooling of ideas. A discussion ensued on tlic 
financing of the activities, in which Messrs. A. Margrett, 8. A. Domb, 
Corman, Cherry, C. Sinclair and Ballon took part. The question of social 
activities was raised by Mr. House, and a plea was made for a unification 
of all activities by Messrs. Gaber and Battel. The important question of 
the form of service was raised by Mr. Levy. The consideration of further 
details of the work of the Fellowship was adjourned tothe next confcrenc®

Anglo-Judea in Excelsis, 5693* 


With the outbreak of the First World War in 1914, the tide of 
Jewish immigration from Eastern Europe into England was cut off. 
The next half-generation witnessed a period of consolidation. By 
the beginning of the fourth decade of the twentieth century, the 
Community had found its centre of gravity, and the characteristic 
autocentric age of Anglo-Jewry may be said to have begun. 

Nothing, perhaps, was so typical of the Community at this age 
as Its intensely “ English" qualities. In time of stress, there was 
no section of the population in which patriotic sentiments were more 
vocal. The pulpits were the mouthpieces of the most unimpeach 
able nationalistic utterances. The top hat and morning coat, once 
the ordinary uniform of the English bourgeois, retained their 
hold for synagogal and funereal use long after they had fallen into 
desuetude, if not ridicule, tn the outside world: and certain 
branches of the hat-making industry owed their continued prosperity 
exclusively to the somewhat incongruous homogeneity of choice 
which those who were favoured with invitations to Roval garden 
parties shared with regular attendants at Jewish places of worship. 

No reproach was so effective on the one hand, or 
resented on the other, as that of being a “ foreigner.” 
than a little eurions 


so bitterly 
This was 
in a community the majority of whose 
members were of foreign parentage, and few of whom could trace 
Maghish ancestry on both sides for more than a couple of genera 
tions at the most. 


Not that no exceptions existed to prove the rule; 
und one 


distinguished statesman annually boasted himself in 
print as “the head of one of the Oldest families of purely English 


Jews in the country.” 


Under such circumstances, it was somewhat paradoxical that, after 
the cessation of immigration from the Continent, Anglo-Jewry looked to 
an increasing extent beyond the Atlantic for spiritual guidance. At one 
period, the official heads of the three principal sections into which it was 
divided—" Orthodox,” Reform ” and “ Liberal "--were all American by 
upbringing, if not by birth: anda “ Yankes accent became a 
place of the Anglo-Jewish puipit. S\nacognes attached to the radical 
wing were, indeed, almost entirely officered by spiritual teachers of 
Transatlantic provenance. The vernacular liturgy. (in favour of which 
llebrew had, larse extent, been abandoned). showed a noticeable 
(ian tinge. The result was that this movement which had sought to 
Anglicise Judaism, actually tended to Americanise it instead. With the 
cessation of the influx of Orthodox Rabbis from Eastern Europe, Liberal 
Judaism thus became (in leadership at least) the most rather than the 
least foreign of all sections of Anglo-Jewry. 


COMHALON - 


The composition of the Community, however, was overwhelminel\ 
Orthodox, in sentiment if not in practice : a paradox due in part, perhaps, 
to the general ignorance of the Hebrew tonguc, which permitted the 
retention of many portions of the liturgy which would never have been 
tolerated in the vernacular. A visitor from the most Orthodox centre of 
Poland or Lithuania would have found the service of the average English 
congregation thoroughly familiar, in content as well as in delivery. On 
the other hand, the old-time instructional address had now given place to 
a “sermon,” inspired by the models of English pulpit oratory--not the 
least of the sacrifices, which Anglo-Jewry made to its patriotic sentiments. 
‘The “ Ministers,” as they were termed, were educated at the so-called 
“Jews College’ an institution presided over by a body of profovnd 
scholars, of continental origin, international reputation and insular out 
look. Scholarship was, neverthless, not regarded as essential in the 
Anglo-Jewish Minister. He was expected to be, above all, an eloquent 
preacher in the English tongue. It is a little curious, in the circum. 
stances, that he was condemned to pass his most impressionable years, 
and to receive his fundamental instruction, in an environment in which the 
ordinary standards of English diction would have been unappreciated, if not 
discouraged. It is not to be wondered that some fell short of the standards 
of a Spurgeon or of a Liddell, and were forced to rely, for the maintenance 
of their position among their congregants, upon their secial graces: of 
which ability at the card-table was not the least. 

To make tp for the delinguenc ies of their congregants, the Ministers 

. were expected to be punctilious in their religious observance ; excepting, 
perhaps, when on vacation, They could not, indeed, have failed to notice 
that among the members of their flock’ the degree ef observance was in 
inverse proportion to their social status, and thus, in most cases, to the 
prominence of their pews and of the position which they occupied in the 
community at large. As a matter of fact, it was not exceptional at this 
period for the higher strata of the Anglo-Jewish aristocracy to show 
henour to traditional Judaism in the breach no less than in the observance. 
Synagogues were presided over by gentlemen the punctilious orthodoxy of 
whose private lives was questionable; and it was whispered there were 
members even of the Board of Shechita who did not always pay attention 
to the minutiw of Aashruth. 

The political and social leadership of the community descended, as 
though by quasi-hereditary right, in the Rothschild family. No communal 
institution was considered to be in a sound condition if no member of that 
house was associated with it as Patron oras President. With the advance 
of the century, however, its members modestly retired into the back- 
ground, emerging only to take the chair at times of crisis, or to attend 
communal banquets of exceptional importance. As in the general 
economic sphere, oil now assumed the general prominence of gold. Not 
thafé any special significance attached to the souree of wealth; and cheques 
of surprising magnitude were accepted ungrudgingly even from general 
traders, who thus obtained admission into the select circle of the Anglo- 
Jewish aristocracy. 


“From “The Decline and Fall of Jewry,’” by Professor 
Gibbon Pumpernickel! ; Patagonian University Press, 2083 P.S.). 
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The recognised ecclesiastical head of Anglo-Jewry was the Chicf 
tabb:; at this time a figure of extraordinary vitality and tireless energy, 
more especially where the dignity of his own position was concerned. 
The title itself was a quaint survival from the eighteenth century, the 
essential ludicrousness of which had ceased to become apparent through 
sheer familiarity. Officially the position entailed, in particular, the 
Presidency of the Beth Din or Rabbinical Court. In practice, however, 
the Chief Rabbi was pre-eminently the official mouthpiece of the 
Community in its relations with the outside world. Thus, paradoxically 
enough, his essential “ Rabbinical” functions tended to be relegated more 
and more to other persons, better endowed with leisure (not, if goes with 
out saying, with learning) than himself. He was thus enabled to devote 
his own boundless exuberance in an increasing degree to the propagation 
of Anglo-Jewish literature, particularly from his own pen, enjoying thereby 
an initial advantuge which lesser anthors noted with dismay. 

The titular supremacy of the Chief Rabbi as the mouthpiece of the 
community was sternly resisted, not only by the “ Liberals,” but also by the 
so-called “Spanish and Portuguese ” congregation. The latter had, at one. 
time, taken the lead in a majority of the communal enterprises. Now, 
however, afraid of imperilling its identity. it had retired into the back 
ground. It relied, in an increasing degree, upon sheer antiquity as the 
justification for its existence , and, in its eagerness to maintain its historic 
identity, it withdrew. superciliously from any movement, however vital 
which lacked the sanction of centuries The historian cannot fail to 
notice, with some surprise, the curieus fact that some of those who led in 
this separatist tendency bore names, the connection of which with tic 
Iberian Peninsula is more than a little obscure. 

‘Lhe greatest of. social offences was still considered to be extra 
marriage or (as if was somewhat inaccurately termed) “inter-marriac 
that is, matrimonial alliance with one who was not of Jewish birth. Som» 
times, indeed, a parent expressly excinded from all benefit under his will 
any child of his whomight be guilty of this breach of etiquette. Strangely 
enough, no similar importance was attached to the religious convictions of 
persons who were Jewish by race: and, while no proselyte would be 
married by any Synagogue without having received a superficial grounding 
in the elements of Judaism, titular Jews, who had been brought up in 
absolute ignorance of it, were given the nuptial benedietion without any 
previous enquiry, eXamination, or formality. 

The prejudice against “ inter-marriags decreased, however, in pro 
portion. to the and economic position of the culprit. Thus, for 
example, whereas a retail tradesmen who had “ married out " would be 
scuammarily ejected. from membership of his Synagogue Committee, a 
Peeress would be welcomed on the Board of any Cormmmunal orcanisation . 
and the Chief Rabbi himself did not scruple to appear upon the same 
platform as a per-on cf plutocratic birth, whose children had becn brought 
up outside the faith. 

An ingenious system of vicarious Judaism had now become perfected 
by slow degrees, and spread throughout the community. Toe quorum for 
Divine Servic® was made up, on six occasions at least out of seven, by the 
so-called “ Minyan men” professional worshippers, Whose presence Was 
sometimes more conspicuous than their devotion. Prayer was relegated toa 
large extent to paid officials, who were expected to live up to a standard of 
orthodoxy practised by only a minority of those to whom they preached 
it. The Chief Rabbi presided by proxy over the intricate questions 
brought up before the Beth Din; and monetary contribution to the 
various communal institutions was generally held to be an adequate 
substitute for charity.

Study, originally an essential of Jewish life, was now left to the 
professors, If not the alumni of the Jews’ College. The library of the 
ordinary householder, in which one would previously have found Talmud 


and Midrash, was generally restricted to an “ Anthorised ” Daily Praye: 
Rook and a Mahcor for the Festivals, of which only the volimne.containing 
the liturgy for the Day of Atonement showed conspicuous signs cf use 
This was perhaps supplemented, in the case of the intelligentsia, by an 
English transiation of the Pentateuch, and one ortwo-novels purporting to 
depict current Jewish life, which could be made to serve ata pinch as a 
voide to traditional lore. by Comparison, the ministry (backed uy by the 
resources of the monumental JEWISH ENCYCLOPEDIA and a p>pular 
compendium of Jewish Thoughts) appeared little less than intellectual 
siants. 

In its foreign relations (after the death of the devoted sifad/an who 
had established the reputation of the Joint Foreign Committee?, the Anglo 
Jewish Community voluntarily renounced the leadership it had enjoyeu 
during the past decade, and withdrew to a purely parochial position. Only 
when there was some threat to the fixity of the calendar andthe sanctity 
of the Sabbath (already disregarded by the majority of its members) i 
once more came to the fore in the person of its Chief Rabbi, who fought 
single-handed what should have been the battle of the Community at large. 

Zionism formed, at this period, a major pre-occupation of Anglo 
Jewry. This fact was perhaps due in part to the presence in London of 
the headquarters of the Zionist: organisation, and of a large number of its 
more highly salaried officials. Though apathy was general, outspoken 
opposition to the national revival in Palestine was by now confined to 4 
small assimilated section. Its members, byper-patriotic in other respects, 
were eager for the renunciation of the British Mandate for Palestine ; 
though they would have condemned as unpatriotic a suggestion for 
withdrawal from India or Uganda. Zionist leaders, on the other hand, 
showed a curious tendency to hold themselves aloof from other mant. 
festations of Anglo-Jewish activity; and one of the methods in which 
they accentuated their desire to foster a revival of Jewish life in Zion was 
hy boveotting any parallel tendency within their country of residence. 
The national movement, idealistic though it had been im inspiration, had 
by now become rudely aroused to the hartl economic facts of existence. 
No section of the community rivalled it in the obsequious cultivation ot 
titles and of wealth: and its total neglect of intellectual and of traditional 
values was accentuated by the fact that it was to them that it owed its 
own origin and its hopes for survival. a

The Situation in Germany. 

A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association wags 
held on Sunday morning at the Communal Centre. Mr. LEONARD 
G. Monreriore, O.B.E., was in the Chair, and those also present 
were: 

HMaham Dr. Vf. Gaster, Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, Jeanetta Lady Tuck, Sir

The PRESIDENT congratulated the Chief Rabbi, on behalf of -the 
Association, upon his recent celebration of twenty years of hard work 
in the office whieh he had filled with so much benefit to the Community 
as a whole. 

In presenting the Report of the Joint Foreign Committee, Mr. Monte 
flore said that sinee they last met, Ge many had become a centre of 
world interest. of them could real the opinion ofthe Foreign Corre 
spondents of the English newspapers, trained observers of the polit cal 
situation, and judge for-himself what was going on in Germany. Beyond 
that. he had no additional or fresh information to give the  _ouncil ani 
perbaps he should say that for many weeks past he had not received any 
letters from any members of their Community in that country. On the 
previous day he had listened-in to two speeches—one (he inaugural speech 
of President Roosevelt and the other that of the German Chancellor in his 
eve of the p»ll address. He was struck by the fact that in both speeches, 
otherwise so dissimilar, there occurred the demand for dictatorial powers, 
for the Executive to act as if an armed invader were in the land. There 
was no doubt that democratic governmeut was at the moment out of 
favour in most parts of the world. Those who listened to Herr Hitler's 
speech probably fe.t that then, as on previous occasions, they wire 
lists nite to the fiery eloquence of a revivalist pre wher, prophesyiny 
salvation for all those who would bel eve and everlasting fire for thosc 
who rejected the message. But foe the Jews there was no alternative -‘ 
according to the Nazi doctrine there was to be no place in the new Germany 
for the Jews, no place, that was to say, for men and women whose ancestors 
lived and died in Germany and who had worked and fought and suffered 
for their conntry, no ple for half a million of Germany's most loyal 
citizens. Although the Chancellor mde no reference to the Jews in his 
speech, the previous night his companion, Herr Goebbels, referred to the 
Gicrman peasants groaning beneath the exactions of the Jewish money 
lenders. Considering the virtual moratorium on agricultural debts exist 
ing in Kast Pressia and that the holders of mortga es had been mostly 
ruined, this reference was as devoid of truth as all the other anti-Jewish 
calumnies that formed part of the Nazi propaganda. 

Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL: DAICHES said he was sue the Council would 
express its appreciat on of. the timely letter which had been published 
on the previous day in THE TIMES over the signaturesof thetwo Presidents 
of the Joint Foreign Committee, Mr. Neville J. Laski and Mr. Leonard G. 
Montefiore. 

Mr. LASKI said: “I believe it is the first timea President of the Boaid 
of Deputies has appeared by special invitation at one of your meetings. 
My presence here this morning is to mark the unity of purpose of the 
Board of Deputies and yourselves in face of the peril of our German 
co-religionists. 1 feel thatthe present emergency makes it a»propriate 
that I should state that our two bodies on the Joint Foreign Committee 
are working in unison for a common obj ct, and using our utmost 
endeavours to thatend. I.should like to pay tribute to the indefatigable 
energy with which your President is piaying his part as Joint-Chuirman 
of that Committee.” 

Haham Dr. GASTER expressed the hope that in case certain things 
should happen, they had considered the steps which they thought i! 
advisable to take. He recalled that at the time of the pogroms in Russia 
they worked together with their late friend, Mr. Oswald John S.mon, and 
that public me*tings we e held to protest against the pogroms. He knew 
very well the objcctions raised by the Jews of various countries who were 
afraid lest interference from abroad might aggravate the situation. But 
despite these fears, protest meetings were held. The fears proved ground. 
less, and persecution of Jows in many places stopped. He wanted to have 
the assurance that in case information reached them or advice was given 
to them some steps would be taken, and that they would be prepared to 
consider such advice and be prepared to act upon it. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE gave the assurance that the President of the Roarad 
of Deputies, the Joint Foreign Committee and him-eclf had anxiously 
considered any eventuality that might arise, and that while they hoped 
that there would be no need for any action to be taken, should the need 
arise, needless to say it would be very carefully considered. —~

Isaiah's Wonderful Message. 


LECTURE BY HAHAM DR. GASTER. 

A lecture on “The Prophet Isaiah” was delivered to the West End 
Jewish Literary Society by Haham Dr. Moses Gaster at the Vestry Room 
of the New West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, W., on Sunday 
last. The President of the Society, Mrs. G. 8. Joseph, presided: Little 
was known of Isaiah's life, said the lecturer, but he probably lived 
between 750—680 B.c.e. Isaiah saw the sad condition of Israel, and he 
held out the path of salvation—Righteousness—to all the people, not only 
of Israel, but of the world. He gave a wonderful message to men, calling 
on them to beat their swords into ploughshares and their spears into 
praning-hooks. No greater call was ever uttered to humanity. He called 
on all nations to worship the One God and gave them the Messianic hope. 
Throughout his book one found rebuke tempered with hope, In con- 
clusion, Dr. Gaster asked where was prophecy now? Israel had it to give 
to the world as ih olden times,

Discussion on the Foreign Situation. 


ATTITUDE TO DEPUTIES DELEGATES’ RESOLUTION. 
(From our Correspondent. | 


As befits an organisation which can claim to speik and act for 
a large section of the Community, delegates to the Annual Conference 
of the Association, which met on Sunday, gave cons‘derable time to 
a discussion on the situation in Central Europe. Here is a body 
comprising forty-four separate societies, including nine large Orders, 
who have a membership between them of 40,116 voluntary and 
13,313 State-insured and who obviously cover a large proportion of 
Jews and Jewesses in London and the Provinces. But the Associa 
tion has always loyally supported the work of the Board of Deputies, 
and Sunday's proceedings provided an additional proof of the desire 
of Jewish Friendly Societies to be one with the rest of the 
Community, avoiding any idea of separatist activity. 

* [In his Presidential Address, Col. WALEY COHEN, with a cliaracteristic 
citation of ai historical parallel, recalled the thrill of disgust 
which passed throngh the whole of Christendom when Abdul Hamid 
organised his caimpaign of outrages against Christian subjects in the 
Ottoman Empire, in order to conceal the breakdown of Government. 
if the Nazi Government misused its power to ill-treat Jews and Roman 
Catholics it would be met by the same anger which Abdul Hamid’s 
netions excited. Cok Waley Cohen described it as extraordinary 
that the Nazi Government could not see the writing on the wall 
of history, and recalled what happened to Governments which 
inaugurated policy of repression. On the other side, Italy ecarriéd 
through a big re-organisation but Mussolini had the good sense to base his 
State on religious freedom. Surely, the only sound Government for 
Gerraany must be one based not on hatred but reconeciliat‘on. 

The report submitted by the Association's Deputies, to which 1! 
referred last week, gave the delegates an opportunity of expressing thei 
view ; and the discussion proceeded onthe high plane to which it had 
been directed by the President. Mr. Percy Cohen, after reviewing the 
situation, put forward the following propositions as de«cribing the duty of 
british Jews in the present crisis: First to secure from day to day the 
most authoritative facts as to the political and economic position of the 
Jews abroad; secondly, to be satisfied that the Joint Foreign Committee 
did all that it could humanly and reasonably 'do to defend Jews who were 
assailed in any part of the world; thirdly, to support well conceived 
plans to improve the economic position of Jews in distressed areas, 
providing they were put forward by established organisations ; lastly, to 
arouse the conscience of the civilized. world when a Government delibe: 
ately destroyed the clementary human rights of its Jewish citizens o1 
neglected to take steps to protect those rights after its attention had 
repeatedly been drawn to sach omission. 

Councillor A. KE, Magen felt that the Board was too conservative in its 
outliobk and Mr. H, Frankel strongly advocated participation in th 
proposed World Jewish Congress. Feeling that the sense of the Con 
ference was strongly in favour of declaring its view on the present crisis. 
Mr. I. Shafran, Chairman of the Association's Executive. consulted his 
fellow-members ahd moved the following resolution : 

“ That this meeting of Delegates of the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies assembled in Annual Confercnce takes the most Serious view of 
‘the present po.itical and economic situation of the Jews in Germany and 
other Central European countries and will support every step which the 
Jewish Board of Deputics will take to alleviate the eritical eondition in 
which our corel! ¢ionists are forced to exist.” 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., who is a member of the Joint Foreign 
(‘ommittee, found nothing in the resolution to which exception could be 
taken, and lent his earnest advocacy to its support. He was careful to 
exempt the Joint Foreign Committee,. however, from any charge that it 
was neglecting to do what was right. im a very anxious and delicate 
situation. The resolution was then carried by a large majority. 

Several interesting matters were brought forward at Sunday's Con 
ference. A very able review of the Association's work during the past 
year, by Mr. IL. Shafran, included an appreciative reference to the 
senerous publicity which THE JEWISH CHRONICLE and JEWISH WORLD 
continued to give to the activities of the Association and the Friendly 
Society Movement as a, whole. Mr. Charles Scligman, one of the Vice 
Presidents, intervened to meation a visit he recently paid to Palestine 
during which he nov:ed the erection in Jerusalem of a large Y.M.C.A. 
building, which struck him as incongruous io its surroundings, but 
Mr. Janner, said that, in the circumstances, the obvious thing to do 
was to encourage the Menorah Club for Jewish ex-Serviee men. Mr. 
Scligman found the developments in Palestine greatly impressive. He 
proceeded to pour a cold douche over those who have been advocating 
the amalgamation of Jewish Orders, following Mr. Neville Laski’s 
recent address to the Association, and was afraid that the engine of 
amalgamation could be driven too far. Cempetition was not unhealthy. 
if the separate Orders and Societies were merged into one, their 
separate innividuality would ke lost and the spirit ef rivalry would 
disappear. In view of the perter} id atmosphere which amalgamation, as 
a practical issue, now arouses,| this courageous attack en the whole 
principle is not without interest, and its reactions will doubtless be studied 
by the Committee of Investigation which the Association has set up. 
Col. Waley Cohen and others referred to the outlook of this Committee, 
which has @ task in front of it of from three to five years, and fears have 
been expressed im certain quarters. and, indeed, voic od at the Conference, 
that its personne! is not strong enough. 

A pleasing interlude in the proceedings was a presentation which was 
made to Mr. A. Kershaw, J.P.. who was successively Chairman of the 
Association and of the Convalescent Heme, during a period of four years ; 
and well deserved tributes were paid to the recipient, who has a splendid 
career of public service to his credit, in the movement, at the Board of 
Deputies, and in Stepney’s political and municipal life. Mr. Kershaw 
made a happy speech in acknowledgment. 


AT a meeting of the London County Council held on Tuesday, at 
County Hall, Westminster, Mr. Cyril M. Jacobs was elected Vice-Chairman 
of the Council for the ensuing year. Mr. Jacobs, who is a member of the

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JEWISH COOKERY. 


Casserole Cookery. 


THE word ‘‘ Casserole '’ includes all those fireproof dishes (with lids) 
in Which food can be both cooked and served. They are so useful that 
they should find a place in every kitchen. They are made of earthenware, 
porcelain or oven glass, in all shapes and sizes, and can be bought from 
6d. upwards. Some are just big enough for individual helpings, others 
sufficiently large to meet the needs of a large family. 

Anything can be cooked in a casserole—meat, fish, vegetables or fruit 
~in fact, anything that requires slow, gentle cooking, 

There are many real advantages in casserole cookery : 

1. Foods cooked in casseroles are better favoured, because they are 
cooked slowly and all their goodness is retained. | 

2.: Saving of labour. As the food is served in the dish in which it is 
cooked, there is no extra saucepan to wash up, 

4. The food is always served really hot. 

4. Cheaper cuts of meat can be used, because the very slow method 
of cooking is just what is required to make them tender and taste equal tu 
the more expensive cuts. 

New casseroles should be ‘‘ seasoned’ in the following manner: Fill 
with cold water, add a handful of salt, and place in the oven. Bring to 
the boil and leave in the oven for an hour; then remove and let the water 
get cok! in the casserole. This renders breakage much less likely. 


Dried Fruits. 

Fics, prunes, apricots, ete., are excellent caoked casserole. 
After soaking in cold water overnight, turn into the casserole, adding 
sugar and flavouring to taste. Use Demerara sugar; and sliced lemon is 
a great iniprovement to prunes and apricots 
it just simmers, until the fruit is quite soft.

‘“& History of the Marranos,"’ by Cecil Roth. (Philadelphia: The 
Jewish Publication Society of America, 1932). 


Revieuca by PAUL GOODMAN. 


In the Foreword to his book, Dr. Cecil Roth describes the vicis- 
situdes of the Marranos as “the most romantic episode in all 
history’: he refers to its “incredible romance” and as “unparalleled 
in history for sheer dramatic appeal”; and concludes with the 
statement that “if the volume does not live up to the expectations 
which this description may have aroused, it is the fault of the 
\uthor, and not of his Subject.” It is, indecd, difficult to deal with 
this entrancing theme with the restraint becoming the study of 
history. “I stand astonished at my own moderation,” says the 
author, and, following him, the critic is in somewhat the same pre 
dicament in assessing both the literary and scholarly value of the 
book. If we say that it is a brilliant achievement, we have.done no 
more than justice to it. 

The difficulties with which Dr. Roth was faced were manifold. 
The vast range and complexity of the story of the crypto-Jews 
known as Marranos) in Spain and Portugal are hardly realised, 
except by those who have attempted to handle it by reference to 
oviginal sources and to compress the material in a readable form. 
The wealth of the material available. was brought out in 1894 by 
Joseph Jacobs in “An Inquiry into the Sources of the History of 
ths Jews in Spain,” when he states that “The volume you now 
have before you is, in the main, the result of twenty-eight working 
days.’ When in 19381 I was at the once-famed University of Alcala 
ie Henares (where, recalling the Jewish pervert Alfonso de Zamora, 
one of the editors of the great Polygiot Bible published there in 
the sixteenth century, I was received, significantly enough as a 
Jew, by his namesake Don Niceto Alcala Zamora!), I realised to 
some extent what a mine of information is available in that one 
seat of learning only. The records relating to the Marranos are, 
however, not only those in the Iberian Peninsula but are spread 
over the enormously extensive Marrano Diaspora in the Néw World 
us well as the Old. It was a literary feat on the part of Dr. Roth to 
have been able to compress within a handy volume the vast range 
of facts dealt with by him. The average reader will hardly realise, 
from the fluent and fascinating style, how solid was the substance 
that produced this result. 

Apart from the general sketch of the Marranos in Spain and Portugal 
and the activities of the Inquisition (the latter subject being treated in a 
manner that bras saved it from the sickening, if inevitable, repetition of 
the horrors that marked the Inquisition throughout), there is a compre. 
hensive description of the Marrano Diaspora that sums up the most salient 
points relating to the settlement of those Marrane refugees who were able 
to find a more or les3 safe refuge abroad. The chapter on “ The 
Resettlement in England’’ is, however, of special value; and Dr: Roth 
must be congratulated on having gathered together into a harmonious 
design the threads of the various references to the crypto Jews who 
appeared on English soil from the great Expulsion in 1492 to the erystallisa-. 
tion of a congregation of professing Jews in London in the middle of the 
seventeenth century. 

The reader who is interested in the conseqtences of the travail of 
* ul that followed the long drawn-out tragedy of the Marranos will find an 
liiuminating chapter in the epilogue entitled “The Marranos of To-day.” 
This should be read in conjunction with the chapter on “ The Religion of 
the Marranos,” which will answer the very natural question as to what 
the Marranos retained in the gradual. disappearance of Jewish belief 
and practice from their midst. Even where Dr. Roth has not broken 
new ground, the information, which is otherwise -practically inaccess- 
ible, is presented in a form that is fresh and attractive. But this is now 
no more of mere historical value. For the revival of Judaism among the 
numerous Marranos in Northern Portugal, who have still retained their 
Jewish consciousness has given tothe subject a living interest. The forth. 
coming completion—thanks to a generous contribution of the Kadoorie 
family—of the Synagogue for the neo-Jews in Oporto is a timely reminder 
that Dr. Roth's masterly publication is of present-day contern to all who 
desire to perpetuate Judaism among those Marranos who, during the 
course of more than four centuries, have maintained their Jewish heritage 
to this day. 

We only wish that the Jewish Publication Society of America had 
presented the great theme in an outward form more worthy of it, and that 
the illustrations might also have been less hackneyed.

Notes on Books and Authors. 


One of the most tragic chapters in -Jowish history in the eighteecnt) 
century was the persecution in Bohemia in 1744-5. In consequence of the 
suspicious action of some of their coreligionists in Lorraine, during tho 
war which was then raging, the Empress Maria Theresa issued a decre 
expelling the Jews from the whole country. The victhms appealed, fo: 
assistance to all the foreign communities with which they were in touch. 
In consequence, diplomatic representations were made at Vienna by the 
representatives of a number of European powers, particularly England 
and Holland; and, in deference to them, the Empress |. finally 
permitted the exiles to return to their homes. The episode was of 
considerable significance in diplomatic history as being the first time that 
the cause of the Jews had been taken up, in this manner, in the name of 
humanity. 

As long ago as 1900, a comprehensive study on the English interven 
tion on this occasion was published by Dr. Krengel in the MONATSSCHRIFY. 
Now, Professor Dr. &. H. L’eben has printed, in the fourth issue of the 
Year-book of the Czechoslovakian Jewish Historical Society, of Prague, « 
further series of original letters and documents on the subject as a whole. 
(BRIEFE VON 1744-—1748 UBER DIE AUSTREIBUNG DER JUDEN AUS PRAG vou 
Prof. Dr. 8. LH. Lieben). It contains many sidelights upon the action taken in 
England. The Prague Community apparently communicated with Rabbi 
Aaron Hart, of London. The latter's brother, Moses Hart, in conjunction 
with Aaron Franks and the two Tarnassim of the Portugucse Communit, 
(after some preliminary correspondence published by the late Luciea Wolf 
in his ‘* Diplomatic History of the Jewish Question’') waited on the 
King. We are given a graphic glimpse of the-scene at Court, with 


‘ George LI. shaking his head, deploring that the innocent should suffer 


with the guilty and promising to communicate immediately with the 
Empress. Eubsequently, despite his advanced years, Moses Hart went 
abroad in person to see what he could do, in the company of three Mem 
bers of Parliament. We seem to be in the atmosphere of the Joint Fore gu 
Committes of to-day, rather than in the eighteenth century. Among the 
other persons who are mentioned in the correspondence is Wolf Berlin, ov 
Liepman, the founder of the Western Synagogue still, apparently, 
resident at Vienna, 

It is pleasant to bo told of “Tar East oF Y&sTERDAY” (Lineclo 
Williams, 5s. net), by Lina Kramrisch in her charming way.

Jewish Hospital Medical Society. 


What's Wrong with the World. 


Address by Professor of International Relations. 


Professor A. Zimmern, Montague Burton Professor of Inter. 
national Relations at Oxford, was the guest of honour at this 
year’s Annual Dinner of the London Jewish Hospital Medical 
Society. The function which was held at the Trocadero Restaurant 
on Sunday last, was attended by about 400 guests and presided over 
by Mr. HAROLD Kiscu, F.R.C.S., President of the Society. 

The toast of “ The Guest of Honour” was given by Dr. M. D. EDER, 
who referring to the Professor's distinguished career, said that he had 
been the Director of the League of Nations Institute of Intellectual 
Co-operation, and that he was to-day the head of the Geneva School 
of International Studies. He had also been instrumental in introducing 
and popularising Achad Ha'am'’s works in this couutry after a _ visit 
which he paid in 1905 to the Zionist Congress at Basle where he came 
across some poems of Achad Ha’am on a bookstall. Continning, Dr. Eder 
referred to the position in Germany and said that if was very painful to 
sce What was going on to-day in that land, a land which many of them.in 
their student days looked up to as standing for all that was great in art, 
in science and in culture generally. Mauy of them in this country had 
sometimes wondered why France had insisted so much upon her demand 
for security, but perhaps recent events in Germany would make them 
wonder a little less. (Applause). When one had as a neighbour a wild 
beast one could vot think otherwise than of protection. He had received 
a good deal of his own education in Germany, and he did not want to 
condemn all Germans. But the difference between Germany and this 
country was that in Germany when tne maniacs ruled, the people were 
too weak to do other than allow themselves to be ruled by them. 

Professor ZIMMERN said his job was not that of a politician: it was 
that of a student of politics and in particular a student of international 
politics. He thought the present Prime Minister was head and shoulders 
above any other European Statesman (Hear, hear). And if anybody 
imagined that either he or his colleagues or any student of politics 
was happy or satisfied at the state of the world, he was very much 
mistaken. Students of politics, said the Professor, and doctors had a 
good deal incommon,. But doctors had an immense advantage. When they 


said “ heart,” “ lungs.” “ liver,” or whatever it. might be they knew exactly 
what they were talking about. (Laughter). But such words as “ state,” 
nation,” “liberty,” “progress,’’ * socialism,’ to take but a few examples, 


were used in many different senses. Thus the science of politics was 
hindered at every point. Diagnosing the serious cendition of the world at 
the present time, Professor Zimmern said that it was the shock to the 
entire world system in 1914 which; in his opinion, was the cause of their 
troubles. No doubt a great many foolish things had been done during 
and since the War, but the main evil from which they were suffering was 
the shock to the system. That shock interfered with the working of the 
c revlatory system, with the normal life of the body politic of the world, 
and the world had never yet recovered. Discussing the. means of cure, 
Vrofessor Zimmern commenced with what he described -as_ the 
three fallacious remedies, First, what they called local treat- 
ment: There was no remedy on such lines, because whether they 
iked it or not their prosperity and their modern civilisation depended 
upon the recovery of the whole body politic. The second false remedy 
was to over-estimate the speed of recovery, that was to say, to tell the 
patient to run before he could walk or before even he could get out of 
the bath chair. There were a great many people in the last twelve 
years who had been preaching that the world was ready for international 
institutions when they had not got anywhere near the psychological con- 
ditions which would allow such machinery to work. They had too little 
machinery before 1914. They had almost too much machinery to-day. 
The world was littered with peace machinery. There were Law Courts, 
Counc Is, Committees and all sorts of alternatives, and all that peace 
machinery was largely misused because the right state of mind had not 
been created. There had not been the right education and the right 
technique and the right development of international attitudes which 
would allow such elaborate machinery to be used. Then there was the 
third school of thought which thought entirely in terms of surgery. They 
saw that the patient was very sick: ** Well,” they said, “cut him upa 
little more! The whole system's wrong! Smashupthesystem!” That, 
said Professor Zimmern, secmed to him to be a counsel of despair. It 
meant an immense amount of-.unnecessary suffering while the human 
gain at the end of it all was very doubtful. What the patient 
needed was to build up sound habits of living anil what he wanted for 
that above all was to be safeguarded from further shocks and from 
a recurrence of the events which had led t» his original break- 
down. The one thing they wanted in the world at the present time was 
perfectly simple machinery for the prevention of war. He would con 
centrate upon the perfectly simple idea put forward to them from the 
other side of the Atlantic—the Kellogg Pact—with any additions required 
to make it more effective. That was the historic order of doing things 
(applause). The Kellogg Pact and the first World Economic Conference 
were inseparably associated. 

Dr. J. BURNFORD told the company that the Jewish Hospital Medical 
Society numbered some one hundred members and that on that occasion 
they had with them an assembly of about 400. Their guests were numerous 
though he could assure them not too numerous for the Society. 

Dr. BETHEL SOLOMONS referring to the MEDICAL ForuUM, of which 
Lord Moynihan was Consulting Editor, and Mr. Maurive Sorsby, F.R.C.5., 
was the founder and the present Editor, said he was more than surprised 
and pleased when he saw the first issue of that journal. It was beautifully 
got up, and reflected the greatest credit on Dr. Sorsby and his colleagues. 

Sir PHiuip Harroa, K.B.E., C.1.E., said that Professor Zimmern’s 
speech had reminded him how much work there was to be done for 
Jewish ideals, the ideals of the great Prophets, the ideals of that people for 
whom the basis of the social system was the family, and who had taught 
them that the love of those near to them must be extended to the 
group, to the nation, and to all nations. 

Mr. HAROLD KIScH drew the attention of Jewish doctors to the 
advantages of joining the London Jewish Hospital Medical Society. They 
were asked only to pay a small subscription, in return for which they 
received a copy of the journal to which Dr. Solomons had already referred. 
In it were published their own proceedings and those of six or seven other 

ocieties, together with extensive reports of lectures and midresses. It 
Was an extraordinarily well produced journal and was a very welcome 
addition to the medical literature of the day. Mr. Kisch also thanked Dr.

My DEAR COUSIN. 


An unbiassed philosopher from another sphere coming to 
Europe at the beginning of 1933 would find much to interest and 


fuscinate him. He would doubtless be struck by the 


mighty 
conflict proceeding 


in well-nigh all countries between two social 
groups, each with its own dogmatic opinions. He would observe 
how everywhere, in varving degrees, the possessing classes were 
opposed to the masses. The “ haves” were terrified of the “ have 
nots,” and sought by all means to obtain power, to control the 
governmental machine, to direct all the forces of the State. Some 
were for tempering rule with charity or social amelioration; others 
were for the exercise of downright authority to which all men were 
expected to submit. He would note with a smile the parading of 
black shirts and of red flags. Above the din of conflict he would 
hear such. terms as “ Diehard,” “ Bolshevik,” “ Communist Terror, 

Reactionary Governments.” 

Over a hundred years ago the French Revolution brought hope 
to the oppressed masses of Europe, The worm began to turn. but 
he turned very slowly. ~The new hope stirred the souls of drenmers 
and practical men alike. A new heaven and a new earth were to be 
established. Brotherhood was to be the great ideal. “ We desire to 
be free as the birds are: we desire to wander throngh life in 
happiness,” wrote one of the early dreamers. There was a 
sufficiency of good things in the earth for all men to enjoy, wrote 
another. 

From Utopian davy-dreams those who gazed into the future 
hoping for a better world with tolerable conditions for the mass of 
mankind, a world in which all and not merely the privileged few 
would obtain material comforts and ease of mind, hammered out a 
philosophy of life which was based on a new economic system, 
Marx was its prophet and Socialism its name. For decades the 
movement was derided and its adherents buffeted about by govern. 
ments who were afraid of it, In Germany under Bismarck, Socialists 
were actually proscribed. In an earlher generation many a man 
with progressive ideas had to become a fugitive from his native 
land. Why this persecution? Were the victims criminals? . Far 
from it. Thev were often men and women with kindly natures. who 
genuinely loved their fellow-men. But they dared to be different. 
‘They stood for-new ‘ideas. which to those who clung to traditron 
and all it denoted appeared revolutionary. To call a man a Socialist 
was to mark him out in no friendly spirit. ' 

But progressive thought will make headway It cannot be 
suppressed. Gradually those who were devoted to Socialism and 
desired to see Socialist ideals realised, began to participate in the 
work ol £ON ernment. Their opponents saw that they were not quite 
so black as they had imaginéd them to be. They were still looked 
at askance, but they were tolerated. 

But Socialism was not enough for some people. These desired 
to go further. Communism came to be @ force to be reckoned with. 
The worse the economic. conditions in any country grew, the more 
numerous did the followers of the newest movement become. In 
one large country in Europe they actually obtained power. They 


seived the government. They ruled the land. Their experiments 
were something quite new in history. They established the 


Communist State. 

The rest of Europe was horrified. Terror entered the hearts of 
the possessing CLASSES. They hated the Communist State with a 
cruel hatred. They accused the new rulers of Russia of all sorts of 
evils and barbarism. To call a man a Bolshevik was the worst vou 
could say of him. Every possible evil of which governments might 
he capable was assoecinted with the Bolshevik rulers of Russia. The 
newspapers held them up to scorn aml obloguy. In due course, 
simple people began to imagine that a Bolshevik: was a sort of devil 
in human form. 

In some countries it was fatal for any man to be a Communist. 
In Germany to-day he is hounded about by his opponents and his 
life is not safe. In Italy he cannot even show his face. There the 
forces of reaction and extreme nationalism have triumphed. It is 
not otherwise in Hungary. But even in countries which are proud 
of their liberalism it is dangerous to be a communist. 

As for the Communists themselves, in Russia they have 
established their gospel by force; in other countries they do not 
shrink from force to obtain what they desire. But in Russia they 
appear to be strengthening their position. For good or ey il, they 
are building up a new sort of commonwealth based on new ideals, 
It is too soon as yet to say that the structure will tumble down. So 
far it appears to possess as much vitality as its opposite in Italy. 

Opposition to and hatred of Bolshevisin are intelligible. At its 
base is fear—fear of the unknown, fear of being dispossessed, the 
fear that is generated when anything threatens to move the 
average man from the rails on which his daily life runs almost 
automatically. 

So the conflict continues and no man Can to-day foretell its 
ontcome. That it may’ produce a conflagration in Europe is by no 


means unlikely. Force is no way of ruling masses, and the onsweep - 


of ideas cannot be indefinitely checked, The philosopher gazing On, 
the European drama will probably be saddened by the sight. 
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But is it so new? Let the philosopher turn to the record of 
events in Palestine some nineteen hundred years ago and he may 
find « parallelism to the tendencies in Europe, The Jewish people 
were engaged in a life and death struggle with Rome. Their plight 
was desperate. An extreme nationalism developed, the aim of 
which was to keep the Jewish nation apart, to save its soul, to 
prevent its contamination by association with the bated heathen 
conqueror. A scheme oflaws was evolved to regulate the life of the 
Jew in such a fashion as to safeguard the continuance of the nation 
But there were some mystics who cared little for the things of the 
world, who longed to be in touch with God, who stressed the worth 
of the individual soul as being a more precious thing than the nation 
Certainly the masses expected a Messiah, a Saviour who would lead 
them to victory against Rome. He would be the head of a great 
national movement. Politics w ould be his sphere. 


But the mystics 
eschewed politics. 


Why continue the hopeless conflict ? they asked. 
Why not submit to Rome? What did it matter to whom you were 
politically subject if only you lived the good life, if only .vou 
developed your personality and the soul which God gave you ? 
The mystics were addicted to ascetic practices, and whena preacher 
appeared calling men to repentance and to a life. of good deeds. 
he found many who were ready to. listen. John the Baptist 
preached some time between the years 25 and 28 of the common 
era. About the end of the year 29, John was beheaded. 
were new, therefore they were regarded as revolutionary. But his 
gospel was taken up and developed by Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus 
was a Jew and remained a Jew. His outlook on life was Jewish - 
his teaching was Jewish. But while established authority stressed 
the importance of Jewish Nationalism, Jesus concentrated on the 
significance and worth of the individual soul.

Our philosopher would doubtless note that the carly Christians 
were accused of all manner of crimes; for instance, that thev used 
human blood in their religious ceremonial; that they were addicted 
to unnatural vices, and that they were the dregs of mankind. T 
the Roman world, Christianity was a new attitude to life and the: 
fore suspect. To obtain some idea of the hostility of their fellow 
citizens to the early Christians we need only recall the attitude of 
the middle classes in Europe to-day towards Bolsheviks. 


In due course, Christianity became ‘the official religion of the 
State. Did it then bear in mind the ideals which actuated its 
founders? Did it practise toleration, seeing tliat it bad experienced 
persecution? Far from it. Official Christianity had recourse to force 
and not infrequently to torture, in order to establish itself. Its 
methods were those which are to-day associated with the extreme 
nationalism of Fascism, wherever the Fascist conception of the 
State obtains power, or with those by which Bolshevism seeks to 
consolidate its rule. 

Did official Christiasiity always remember that its purpose was 
to redeem the individual soul? Far from. it. Very quickly 
Christianity was bound up with national politics and has remained 
so joined with this strange bedfellow, until to-day an extremist like 
Hitler proclaims to the world that he intends to set upa Christian 
State in Germany. What has Christianity to do with the State” 
“ Render unto Caesar the things that are Caesar's.” If Jesus or 
Johu the Baptist had been content with nationalism, there would 
have been no necessity for their movement. They might 
spared themselves all their pains.

jut they were opposed to narrow 
Nationalism—whether Jewish or German or Italian or Hungarian. 
Theirs was the gospel of universal brotherhood. Where in the 
Christian Churches is that gospel heard to-day? Even the Anglican 
Church still prays condescendingly for “ miserable” Jews, Turks and 
infidels. 

Perhaps it is true after all that there is nothing new under the 
sum In our own day a new Religion is being born, revolutionising 
thought and changing the economic machinery to which we have 
been accustomed for centuries. Its very existence is a challenge to 
those who object to it. . 1t maintains itself by force. It carries on 
propaganda all over the worid—not out of sheer wickedness but 
because it believes that its ideas and methods will bring happiness 
to the mass of Mankind. It may be wrong in this belief, but the 
belief is a mighty motive for action. 

Over nineteen centuries ago a revolutionary movement came 
into being. It arose in Palestine and from there spread by means 
of propaganda over the whole of Europe. It propagated its gospel 
not out of sheer wickedness, but because it believed that it possessed 
the only way to spiritual salvation. So convinced was it of the 
truth of this belief that it shrank from nothing to force it on men 
and women. It used spiritual weapons; it had recourse to the 
sword, the rack, the stake ; it burned books and human beings. The 
end justified the means, for the end was the establishment of a 
better world. Has Christianity succeeded? Will Bolsheyism ?

said: ~" The German people are, it goes without saying, entirely free 
to regulate their own political and social life as they think fit. But, 
as Jews, we cannot remain indifferent and it is our belief that no 
unbiassed observer, with any respect for justice and fair-play, can 
remain indifferent when, in a great country like Germany, proud 

aud justly proud—of her people's high standards of culture, the 
economic and political existence of all Jewish citizens are alike 
imperilled by a policy which has inscribed anti-Semitism, in 
its most primitive—one might say medieval—form, as an 
essential part of its programme. To our people in Germany, 
whose‘ position, by all accounts, is becoming more and more 
intolerable from day to day, we can only counsel courage and 
endurance. In the hour of their trial, it is well that our fellow-Jews 
in Germany should know that they do not stand alone, but that the 
full weight of enlightened opinion, non-Jewish no less than Jewish, 
in all civilised countries, and esp cially in England—the-England of 
Balfour, of Joseph Cuamberlain, of Disraeli—is behind them in 
their present struggle.’ It was relevant and important, said Dr. 
Weizmann, that Mr. Neville Laski, the President of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies, and Mr. Leonard Montefiore, the President of tho 
Anglo-Jewish Association, the two representative Jewish bodies in 
this country, were with them that evening deliberately by their 
presence to signify their complete adherence to and approval of his 
words on the German situation and the sympathy and distress of 
those whom they represented. Dr. Weizmann, in conclusion, said 
that Palestine was gradually developing intoacentre which radiated 
strength, confidence and solace ‘to the stricken Jewries of the world 
who saw in the visible evidence of its growth and prosperity an

Professor S. BRODETSKY said it was his privilege to meet from 
time to time representatives of the Government, the Palestine 
Parliamentary Committee and other Members of Parliament, to 
present the Jewish case with regard to Palestine, to argue, to 
request and to: complain, even at the risk of being considered 
importunate and a very obvious descendant of a stiff-necked people. 
It was therefore with a special sense of gratitude that he acknow- 
ledged the unfailing kindness of their Parliamentary friends, and 
with very real pleasure that he followed Lord. Melchett and Sir 
Herbert Samuel in the toast of “ The Friends of Palestine in Parlia- 
ment” coupled with the name of Major Elliot, one of the greatest 
friends of Zionism in this country. A distinguished Arab leader 
once said: “ You Jews ave no right to monopolise the © Friends of 
Palestine.’ Cannot a man be a fr end of Palestine without support- 
ing Zionist policy?” The answer was that the progress and welfare 
of Palestine and all associated with it were bound up with tho 
suecess of the Zionist policy and the friends of Palestine were those 
who helped and encouraged the rebuilding of Palestine. (Applause.) 
For three years they had been accused of bringing harm to the 
Arabs of Pa'estine. Commissions, Reports and White Papers 
lent colour to this accusation. It was now clear that the Shaw 
Commission's bogey of a “large, discontented and landless class ”’ 
of Arabs simply did not exist. The distribution of the 34 per cent. 
increase of the Arab rural population showed that it was greatest 
wh re Jews had settled most! There was a boom in Palestine; the 
land was crying out for thousands of new settlers and workers. But 
apparently imaginations had run amok about Palestine, which was 
often now described as an Eldorado, a land of magic wealth where 
dividends abounded, and “cushy” jobs await all comers. That was 
nonsense. Zionism was not the whim of millionaires; it was rather the 
dream of paupers. He doubted if there was any civilised community 
in the world that worked so hard and lived so simply as the Jews of 
Palestine. The much advertised prosperity of Palestine did not mean 
high wages and comfortable houses. It meant unremitting toil, spare 
feeding, primitive housing. But it meant, also, the redemption of 
Israel. The Colonial Secretary and Sir Arthur Wauchope were men 


whohadlearntto understand Zionists’ political, economic and spiritual 
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motives which were hot easily pr d. Inside and outside Parlia- 
ment they had their devoted friends, upon whom they could rely for 
sympathy and help. They were happy to welcome their friends of 
Palestine in Parliament—the Palestine Committee and its executive 
oflicers, the bundreds of members who felt that the cause of Pales- 
tine was the cause of Jewry. And among the foremost of their 
friends, they welcomed a distinguished scientist and statesman 
with whose name that toast was « oupled,

Major WALTER ELLior, who was received with enthusiastie 


and prolonged applause, said that after so many speeches from the 


Jewish race it was no donbt fitting that an Englishman should 
speak.

He thought 
that. 16 was because Parliament had shown from the beginning 
of the great experiment in Palestine a desire not merely to under. 
stand the. Jew ish probl m. but to do something towards its solution, 
He responded on that occasion, as Lord Melchett had said, for @ 
motley party, a series of parties, and for members of all shades and 
opinions of the House, from the champions. of the Extreme Right 
to persons whom he saw before him but whom he would not name, 
bécause it might be taken as an 
invidious reflection upon. their 
political future. (Laughter). Pales- 
tine today enjoyed peace.

sense of the word, ® nation at all. It was in virtue of the spirit 
which had prompted the Jews from the cities again to plough, sow 
and grow food that their interest in the experiment was being 
maintained. Would. it last? Would it fail? “Itis not for us to 
say.’ he replied, “but for you to say.” Friendship was not the 
emotion which a Jew would feel for Palestine. It was a deeper 
emotion than friendship which a man felt for his country. They 
must never be friends of Palestine. They must either love it or 
hate if. (Applause). They must feel passionately for Palestine and 
for the soil from which their forefathers were drawn. The Minister 
of Agriculture urged strongly in connection with the present boom 
in Palestine that they should not forget that lean years were still to 
come, “Do not export your he counsell d, not lock if 
away in banks ; put it back into the land. Develop and grapple your- 
sclyes to the soil especially now when good times are here.” 


Major Attlee. 


Major ATTLEE proposed the toast of “ The’ Jewish National 
llome,’ and coupling with it the toast of Dr. Weizmann, said it was 
rare to find a man who was at once a dreamer anda practical states- 
man.. Many, he said, must that night realise that the evil forces 
that had catsed so much suffering to the Jewish race in,the past 
were again raising their heads. He believed, however, that the 
conscience of the world to-day was s‘eadily setting itself against 
racial and religious intolerance. (Applause.) On that. occasion, 
while th*y were thinking of the Jewish National Home their 
minds must be turning with anxiety to those who were 
far from that Home and who were perhaps, in danger. He had 
received a letter in which he was told that as he was atte Sling 
that dinner his name had been marked down as an enemy of his 
country. The letter was signed by some amusing people who called 
themselves “ Imperial Fascisti.” ‘“ Well,’ commented Major Attlee, 
“thitis acause of humour in this country, and we rejoice that it 
is so.” When, he p oceeded, one looked at this wonderful exper!- 
ment in Palestine, it seemed that the Jewish race had a marvellous 
opportunity of giving a lead to the whole world, They were building 
up a new civilisation there and they were building it with a plan, 
whieh he believed would be successful if it was based on the 
principle that must guide the future of Palestine, of this country 
and of the world—on the brotherhood of man.

Jewish Investments in Palestine. 
FOUR MILLION POUNDS IN 1932. 


From our Corre sponident, JERUSALEM 


Fairly accurate figures have now-been made public, through the 
instrumentality of Mr. H. Frumkin, the Labour economist, in his 
address to the fourth convention of the General Federatron of Jewish 
Labour held recently at Tel-Aviv, on the investments made in 
Palestine by Jewish organisations and individuals in 1932. It is a 
vivid commentary upon the present prosperous state of affairs in 
Eretz Yisrael. one of the very few countries in the world in which 
there is nd widespread unemployment. 

Mr. Frumkin arrives at his estimate in the following way :

It should be mentioned that banks in Palestine, notably the 
Anglo-Palest'ne Bank in Tel-Aviv and Barclays Bank (D.C.O. are 
reported to have over £4,009,000 in deposits, of which the bulk is 
referred to as “ short-term foreign investment credits,” held here by 
depositors who seek proper opportunities for development, 
A good many of the investors now in Palestine are members of 


the Anglo.Jewish Community. There bas been an influx of them . 


during the past few weeks, and these prospective residents in Eretz 
Yisrael are looking for openings for investment of their money, and 
are particularly interested in urban building projects or rural 
plantations. 

Whether the present tempo of investment is a passing “ boom ” 
or a sound financial epoch, is a question that remains to be 
answered in the course of time. To judge from present indications, 
there is no reason why any reaction should develop. The money 
now invested is being placed in productive enterprises on a firm 
footing, and the growing importance of Palestine as the outlet for 
the vast hinterland, now being linked up by the Iraq pipeline, the

Serious Labour Shortage. 
STUDENTS TO WORK IN COLONIES. 
[From our Correspondent. | 

In order to meet the great demand for labour in the Jewish 
Colonies, the Vaad Leumi has notified the Principals ‘of all schools 
in Palestine that from next Sunday till after Passover all pupils 
attending the higher classes, over the age of sixteen, are to be 
released from school work, so that they can, if they so desire work 
in the colonies. All Teachers’ Seminaries will be closed down, and 
the students released for work on the land. Many ofthe Yeshivahs 
have joined in the movement to meet the emergency situation, and 
hundreds of Yeshivah students are. going out to the colonies as 
workers. 

There is an acute shortage of Jewish labour all over the country, 
the Palestine Labour Federation, Histadruth Haovdim, stated about 
a fortnight ago. There is a danger, the Histadruth said at the 
time, that Jews will be compelled to employ non-Jewish labour if 
Jewish labour is not immedtately sent out from abroad before the 
planting season begins. 

American Jews Cheques Uncashed. 

Several hundred Jewish tourists from America who arrived in Pales 
tine this week, are being affected by the American banking si!uation, 
because the Palestine banks firmly refuse to cash any American cheques. 
It is also feared that the American’ banking crisis may affect the Palcstine 
development work since the embargo preventing any money being taken 
out of Amer.ca, will create difficulties not only for newly-planned Palcs 
tine investments,. but also for enterprises already existing in Palestine 
conducted by private American capitalists, whose money is all banked in 
the United States.

Killing of Joseph Benjamini. 
QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


Colonel JosiAH WeEDGWOOD (Lab., Newceastle-under-Lyme) asked 
the Colonial Secretary in the House of Commons last week whether 
he had any information as to the killing of Joseph Benjamini, an 
ex-soldier of the British Army, in a raul by Bedouin against a Jewish 
settlement on this side of the Jordan; and why the British police 
or the Transjordan force did not prevent the raid or protect the 
rulded. 

Sir Pattie CUNLIFFE-LISTER, in reply, read the telegraphic 
report he had received from the High Commissioner, as follows : 

“There was no raid by Bedouin on the Wadi Hawareth. A 
party of police, consisting of one British non-commissioned officer 
and three constables, under the Assistant District Superintendent 
of Police at Tulkarem, acting on the orders of the court, evicted a 
number of Arabs occupying fifty tents, who were trespassing on 
property near Nathania, on the coast west of Tulkarem. The Arabs 
refused to leave voluntarily, claiming that they had no land to which 
to go. Forcible measures were taken; the Arabs and their possessions 
were placed on the road between Nathania and Um Khalansawe. 
Some of the Arabs then asked permission to remove themselves to 
a neighbouring property owned by an Arab, who offered no objec- 
tion. The police gave permission. 

“ On their way to this property, this small party entered the land 
of a settlement of Jewish ex-soldiers. The deceased person, who 
was a Jewish watchman, spoke to the Arabs, and the British corporal 
asked him to allow them to proceed, since otherwise the party, with 
their effects, carried by hand, would be obliged to make a detour of 
more than two kilometres. The land of the settlement is not, at 
this point, cultivated» ‘The British corporal then re-joined the 
main body on the road, one hundred to three hundred yards 
distant. Within the space of a few minutes, the police engaged 
in moving the main body, heard cries of “Murder” from the 
land of the settlement, to which they immediately went. The 
Jewish watchman was on the ground. On being helped to 
rise, he pointed to an Arab, who he said had struck him with a 
stick. Apart from a group of Arabs, there was no satisfactory eye- 
witness of the incident. The watchman died the same night, about 
five hours after the assault. Three arrests have been made.” The 
High Commissioner adds, the Colonial Secretary concluded, that he 
is not yet in a position to offer his observations. These will follow 
by dispatch.

Peace pacts which 
have been conciuded by a number of Arab tribes with the adjoining 
Jewish settlements are stricily observed,

offers of land they wish to sellto Jews. They state that they cannot 
cultivate the large areas at their disposal, 

THE Jerusalem District Commissioner, Mr. Campbell, has extended 
for another three months the regulations prohibiting unauthoriscd gather- 
ings and the carrying of arms. 


The Haifa Technion. 
From Mr. H. P. KAUFMAN, B.Sc., A.M.I.C.E. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sirn,~ We ask tha hospitality of your columns to make an appeal to 
(ngineers and others to assist us in meeting some of the needs for equip- 
ment of the Haifa Technion. For the time being, Messrs. Arthur Blok, 
B.8c., A.M.ILE.E., J. Kennard, B.Se.,. A.M.LC.E., R. I. Minchom, 
B:A., A.M.I.E.E., M. Nachshen, B.Se., A.M.LC,E., and myself have 
formed a temporary committee to forward this object, 

Recent years have witnessed remarkable devclopments in engineer- 
ing, building ecnstruction and general industrial enterprise in Palestine ; 
and the outlk ok for the future appears most promising. . With these 
developments there is an increasing need for skilled and trained artisans 
as well as young engineers capable of filling executive positions. 

The Technion, as indeed you have already so clearly made known in 
your columns, is the premier institution in Palesiine which is devoted to 
technical education and training. Its courses of instruction include a day 
trade school for youths, technical part-time courses for artisans and a four 
years’ full-time day course of training in building construction, architecture 
and civil engineering for advanced students. 

To maintain all these activities, the Technion, like all similar 
institutions, must constantly extend its equipment, besides filling gaps in 
its existing resources; there is no finality in technical development and 
every training institution is faced with the constant need of keeping its 
equipment abreast of current developments. 

It is to this problem that we are addressing ourselves and we seek 
the co-operation of others who would be willing to assist us in helping the 
Technion. The objective is not merely to establish another group to 
raise money. We venture to hope that much can be done in sending gifts 
in kind from England; it will suffice to mention here, as examples, 
machine tools, surveying instruments and testing apparatus, all of which 
are needed by the Technion. 

This work must appeal to all as an essential and practical way of 
helping in the building up of a Jewish National Home in Eretz Yisrael, and 
we would ask those who are willing to assist to communicate with me at

OPINIONS FOR AND AGAINST. 


Leading Polish Jews Interviewed. 
[From our Correspondent —WARSs AW. | 


The attention which THE JEWISH CHRONICLE and British Jewry 
in general have paid lately to the grave situation of Polish Jews has 
been noted here with the greatest appreciation. Jews of all parties 
welcomed the fact that the eyes of British Jewry turned towards 
them. I have reason to believe that the Polish authorities, too, 
indifferent though they are to the voice of their own Jews, studied 
carefully the leading article in Tak Jewish CHRONICLE and the 
report of the last meeting of the Board of Deputies: Nevertheless, 
the news that the Board may appoint a special Corvamittce to come 
to Poland and study the situation on the spot, was received here 
with mixed feelings. Leading Polish Jews disagree as to the 
nudvisability of carrying out the proposal. 

Since Major Nathan's idea became known in Poland, [ have 
interviewed about thirty prominent leaders of Polish Jewry. I have 
discussed the Board's decision with promiment Jews of all parties, 
Right and Left and I haVe talked with Jews of Warsaw, Cracow, 
Lemberg. Vilna, and other towns. 


The “ Kolo.” 


The first man I talked to was Rabhi Dr. Thon, the Chairman of 
the ~ Kolo,” the Jewish Parliamentary Club in the Sejm. Dr. Thon’s 
views about external interference are already known tn England, 
owing to his recent controversy with Mr. Leonard Moutefiore. But 
i found that his views have rather undergone a change. and that he 
is not in essence against a Special Committee coming here to study 
the situation of Jews in Poland.” ~ What lam against,” Dr. Thon 
sail to me, “is the unnecessary noise made about this matter. The 
thing should be done quietly. Nobody should know about the work 
of this Committee until it is done. The Government and the 
Press, especially the anti-Semitic Press is very sensitive about such 
things, and this must be taken into consideration.” Dr. Thon was, 
however, not a strong believer in the usefulness of such a Committec 
and said that he would rather have the material help of British 
Jews in the way that the American Jews used to give if. 

But though Dr. Thon is the head of the Jewish Parliamentarians 
in Poland, his opinion must not be taken as that of the “ Kolo. 
He talked to me in his personal capacity and expressed his own 
opinion only. | 

Dr. Rosmarin, regarded as the spiritual heir-of the late Dr. 


Reich and a very well-informed Jewish politician, gave me a 


diplomatic reply when I asked him what he thought of Major 
Nathan's idea. He said," Yes, and no. Ifear Committees—though 
some may do a bit of good. Polish Jewry has not vet really derived 
uny benefit from Committees sent over here by foreign bodies and 
I thmk that this one is unnecessary-" More outspoken than his 
colleague was another Deputy, Dr. Rothenstreich. He categoricalls 
refused to believe in the value of such astep. “I don't believe in 
it. A Committee sent here by the Jewish Board of Deputies will 
bring no valuable results. My opinion is that such a step at the 
present time especially would even be likely to cause some harm to 
Polish Jewry instead of good. The Government is sensitiveto such 
matters and Polish public opinion would not stand for it.” Dr. 
Kiothenstreich, who is considered over here an expert on Jewish 
economics and a speech by whom was reported in THe Jewitsn 
CHRONICLE recently, is known to be a faithful follower of Dr. Thon. 
Dut in this question he explicitly refused to share his leader's views. 


Deputy Grunbaum. 

After having obtained the opinions of these three most pro. 
minent Jewish leaders; all of whom represent the Jewry of Eastern 
and Southern Galicia, I went to talk to Deputy Griinbaum. He 
said: “Iam glad that the Board and British Jewry is taking some 
more interest in us. lam also glad that they decided to send their 
Commission over here. But I doubt its power to do any good. The 
power Jews have in one country,” he continued, “ must be used for 
the benefit of Jews in another country. The British Jews have 
a Committee, to be able to obtain some results and not 
must stay here for at least six months. _Other- 
and do nothing. if the Board intends 
ond a fortnight whieh will then go home 
nol pert on Polish matters, they bad better 

Shores. The Board can, of course, learn nearly 
everything about the position of Polish Jews from the reports in 
the Press. If they want to send somebody here. all ri nt But 
it must be a Committee to do us good and not ‘ta re Com. 
mittee which comes here to stay only a short time would do - harm 
We should have to denounce their reports later as insufficiently 
founded. We know this from experience.” Deputy Griinbaum ba 
noé think that such a Committee would be useless. On the contrary, 


he thinks that it might be of some good. But he stipulates that it 
must stay here long enough to learn the intricate social as well as 
political problems of the Jews, and that it works in entire co-opera- 
tion with the Jews in this country. The Zionists, he said, would 


‘vive all the help possible to such a Committee. 


When I left Griabaum and went toe talk to Zionists of other 
factions, | found that, for once, they ayreed with him. They, too, 
were not against the Board's Committee. They did not cherish 
great hopes. But such a Committee might help a little, and every 
bit counts now, they said. Like Mr. Griinbaum, the rest of the 
Zionists agreed that such a Committee would show the Poles one 
thing at least. It would show them that the Jews of other countries, 
and of Great Britain especially, are watching the fate of the three. 
and-a-quarter million Jews in Poland. And this is bound to be of 
benefit to them. 

The leaders of Jewish Orthodox with whom, in the absence 
from Warsaw of Deputy Rabbi Lewin, | was able to discuss the 
matter, were, it seemed to me, not very frank about it. They were 
politically against such a Committee. Frankly they said that they 
were against any Committees from abroad. But there were some 
who were not in such a burry to discount the usefulness of sucha 
Committee. I doubt however, if the Committee would get open 
support from the Jewish Orthodox Parties. 


The Left Parties. 

Very outspoken against the appointment of such a Committee 
were the leaders of the Jewish Left Parties | talked to. Mr. Ehrlich, 
the leader of the “Bund,” the Jewish Socialist Party, numbering 
about 40,000 followers, said to me that poor as the Polish Jews were, 
they would have to fight alone and work ont their own salvation. 

Though far from being Socialists, the Jewish Deputies in 
the Government Parties are also against the proposal. ‘Their 
policy is not to give any help to such a Committee if it arrives. 
The bare fact of the arrival of such a body would, they think, cause 
dissatisfaction to the present Polish Government, whom they con- 
sider.to be the best the Jews in this country have ever liad. 

Professor Rabbi Dr. Schorr. a notable social worker, was of the 
opinion that a Committee of this kind was bound to be of benefit. 
ut he feared that the advertisement this step was getting was 
harmful and might endangerthe whole idea. He believed, however, 
in the advisability of such a step if carried on with less talk. “It 
nay have an economic value for Jews here,” he said. 

Having discussed the matter with leading personalities of the 
capital, I thought it advisable to talk it over also with: people from 
the provinces, who, though they may not be as well informed as the 
leaders, do nevertheless know the opinion of the millions living in 
the country, I had a good occasion for carrving out my. intention 
because several liundred Jewish representatives came to Warsaw te 


oa Conference of Zionist Town Councillors. I talked with Jews from 


Vilna, Pinsk, Wolhynia and Central Poland, and found that provincial 
Jews were certainly for Major Nathan's proposal. These Jews showed 
the great difference that actually exists between the political and 
the economic possibilities of such a Committee, and they think that 
economically it would help them somehow. While the leaders think 
of the political import, their followers think in terms of economics, 
in terms of bread and butter, and hope that British Jewry, uf it came 
here, would somehow help them, 

I have endeavoured to give in these lines the various opinions 
of the Jewish leaders in Poland. It shows their attitude to be a 
varied one. But I think that if they were called tozether at a 
conference and a vote were taken on “ whether British Jewry shall 
now send a Commission to enquire into the position of Polish 
Jewry,” the result would very likely be a negative one, at least for 
the present.

ARGENTINA.--A delegate of the Jewish Community of Bernaskoni 
has arrived in Buenos Aires to make representations to the proper quarters 
against the prohibition of Shechita enacted by the Municipality of Bernas- 
koni. He states that the Jewish Community was unable to convene a 
protest meeting, but that the leaders held a private meeting and informed 
the Ica and the Jewish bodies in Buenos Aires of the situation. The 
Jewish leaders have also sent a memorial to the Municipality, drawing its 
attention to the fact that its action was anti-constitutional, as it violated 


the freedom of the Jewish religious practices. The Municipality replied, . 


however, that it was determined to maintain the prohibition of Shechita 
in the town and that it was not anti-constitutional to prohibit an inhumane 
and unhygienic method of slaughtering animals. The Shochetim are now 
obliged to slaughter the animals outside the boundaries of the Municipality 
at a place provided by the Ica. Despite the long distance that they have 
to go all Jews continue to obtain their meat from the new slaughter-house. 
Kepresentations are pow being made to the Central Government.

The Elections in Germany—And After. 


GOVERNMENT REASSURES JEWS. 


Statement by American Embassy. 


As was generally expected, the Government has managed to 
obtain a clear majority in the Reichstag elections. The Nazis 
polled 17,265,823 votes against 11,.713.975 votes cast for them in 
the previous election. The new Reichstag will have Nazi 
Deputies, instead of 196. The other Government Party, the 
Nationalists, polled 3,132.595 votes compared with 3,064,977 in 
the previous election. In the new Reichstag they will have (ifty- 
two members, whereas in the old they had fifty-one. The surprise 
of the election is that despite the repressive measures agains! 
the Socialists they practically managed to retain their strength. 
They polled 7,176,515 votes against 7,257,894 votes. In the new 
Reichstag they will have 120 deputies, instead of 121. The Com. 
munists lost considerably. They polled 4,845,379 votes, whereas in 
the previous election they polled 5,974,209. In the new Reichstag 
they will have 81 members, against 100. The Catholic Centre 
Party improved its position. In the new Reichstag it will have 
78, whereas in the old it had 69 members. It polled 4,425,161 
votes, whereas in the previous election it polled 4,228,663. 
The Bavar.an People's Party, which is allied to the Catholic Centre, 
obtained 19 seats instead of 20 seats, having polled 1,072,893 votes 
against 1,081,932. The State Party (formerly known as _ the 
Democratic Party) also improved its position. It obtained five 
seats, whereas in the previous Reichstag it only had two. The 
leople's Party and its allies lost considerably. Instead of the 19 
seats they had in the previous Parliament they will only have eight. 

Election day passed quietly everywhere as far as Jews were 
concerned, 

Nazi-Nationalist Government to Stay. 

It will be seen that the Nazis have not succeeded in obtaining 
an independent .majority, and continue to be dependent on 
Nationalist support for constitutional procedure. Hitler has already 
announced that there will -be no changes in the composition of the 
Government. The Nazi-Nationalist combination has failed to obtatn 
the two-thirds majority, which’ is necessary for changing the 
Constitution. 

Captain Goering, the Nazi Minister of the Interior in Prussia, 
invited two of the leaders of the Central Union of German Citizens 
of Jewish Faith, Dr. Julius Brodnitz, the President, and Dr. Alfred 
Wiener, the Syndicus, to Bee him, and made a reassuring statement 
to them with regard to the position of the Jewish. population. He 
ilso told them that he regretted the police raid on the Union's 
premises, and the way in which it‘: had been represented in the 
VOELKISCHER BROBACHTER, as if the Union had been found working 
in conjunction with the Communists, and said that he would see to 
it that the real facts should be made public. 

Despite the fact that similar police raids on the offices of the 
Central Union in Essen, Dortmund and Erfurt have revealed nothing 


of a suspicions character, the Thuringian Government has closed a!l 


branches of the Central Union in Thuringia, | 

An official statement issued by the Thuringia Government says 
that a report has been spread abroad that there is to be a pogrom 
against Jews in Thuringix. The Government suspects, the state- 
ment goes on, that the Central Union is responsible for the circula- 
tion of this false information abroad, and it has therefore ordered 
its dissolution. The Head Office of the Union has addressed a 
protest to the German Government. It reminded tie Government 
of the friendly interview Captain Goering had with the heads of 
the Central Union, and demanded the re-opening of the branches in 
Thuringia. 

The published sensational report of a 
coming pogrom on the Jews, revealed ouly a few. hours, or a few 
days, before the massacre Was to start. Tens of thousands of Jews, 
the article states, were already on the black list, all supposed to be 
Communists avd Marxists. Evidence of these intentions had 
reached Londen, the whole facts had been diseussed in the highest 
quarters and intervention was imminent, only the form it would take 
Was an extremely delicate matter; nothing less than massed pressure 
ef world opinion could avert catastrophe. 

No Pogroms Contemplated. 

At the Conference of Foreign Journalists convened by the Press 
Chief of the Federal Government, Dr. Funk, for the purpose of 
explaining the latest situation, a direct question was put regarding 
the attitude of the Government towards the Jews. Dr. I unk replied 
that no violent acts against the Jews were contemplated by the 


Government. 

The Vice-Chancellor, Herr von Papen, in an interview in the 
WIENER JOURNAL on the Jewish situation in Germany, endeavours 
te create a reassuring impression. “Jewish citizens of Germany 
will under this Government enjoy equal treatment with all other 
good citizens, if they carry out their duties to the State,” he said. 

United States Citizens Assaulted. 

Three United States citizens have reported cases of ill-treatment 

by Nazis to their Embassy in Berlin, and the American Ambassador, 
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Mr. Sackett, has authorised a statement that his Mission would take 
every precaution to protect American citizens. 

Nathaniel 8S. Wolff, a thirty-seven-year-old American from 
tochester, New York, informed the Embassy that five uniformed Nazis 
with drawn revolvers entered his room in a Kurfiirstendamm pension 
at five o'clock in the mgrning, hit him in the face after an exchange 
of words, and took him to a flat some distance away. where they 
searched and bound him and left himin a bare room with two guards 
forsome hours. Later, a Nazi of higher rank arrived and off red, 
Wolff says, to let him go if he signed a paper saying, “I will leave 
to-night for Paris and never again set foot in Germany; no physical 
vio'ence has been done me and none of my property has been stolen. 
Wolff states that he was then driven in a motor-car to the suburb of 
Grriinewald., where his captors left him the woods, He left for 
Paris after reporting to his Embassy. 

Henry H. Satter, a naturalised German Jew from New York. 
now visiting his father in Berlin, states that he and two friends 
were attacked by fifteen Nazis in the Barbarossaplatz in the early 


morning of Saturday. 


Anxiety of Jews Abroad.

A Letter to “The Times.” 


Lhe following letter, signed by Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.,. President 
of the Deputies, and Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, President of the 
\nglo-Jewish Association, appeared in THe TLMes on Saturday last : 

The pregnant words used by Dr. Weizmann in his speech to the 
’ Friends of Palestine in Pariiament,” which are reported in your issue of 
to-day under the heading, "Jews in Germany,” in no way exaggerate the 
dangers latent in. the existing situation in that country. As your 
correspondent writes, more than half of Germany goes in fear. 

Of all those sections of the population who have incurred the hostility 
of the present Government, the Jews are by far the weakest numerically, 
those living in small towns and villages being especially. exposed to the 
risk of mal violence, 

For years the German Jews have been the victims of a campaign in 
which every product of the printing press, including leaflets, magazines 
amt daly newspapers, together with innumerabk speeches, have been 
employed with a violence which, so far as our knowledge goes, has no 
parallel, 

To-day the authors and instigators of this campaign are responsible 
for law and ofder over large aveas of Germany, and especially in Prussia. 

. In these circumstances the “rave anxiety f lt in Jewish c.reles outside 
Germany may readily be understoo 

in this hour of sore trial for their coreligionists in Germany, Jews all 
over the world trust and believe that the support of public opinion, on 
cnlichtened as to the true facts, will be extended towards them. 


BELGIUM The King ofthe Belgi Lins h LS by sfowed the title of Kui ht 
of the Order of Leopold Il on Sergeant Oscar Borisewitz of the Belgian 
Army Air Foree, in recognition of his remarkable presence of mind under 
extraordinary circumstances. Sergeant Borisewitz, who is only twenty, 
two years of ade, Was carrying Out military exercises when a machine, 
piloted by Captain Vander Linden, the. well-known Belgian airman, 
collided with his aeroplane at an altitude of about 12,135,000 feet, as a result 
of which the. Captain crashed to the ground and was killed, while the 
young Sergeant, who was seriously injured, was able to escape by his 
parachute. Although he was momentarily blinded by the collis'on, in 
which his jaw was smashed and h’s arm fractured, he still attempted to 
control his machine for some time until he jumped from it at a height of 
about 3,000 feet, when he tooRk to his parachute which he had great 
difficulty in opening.

Important Meeting in Paris. 


[From a Correspondent. 


To those who live outside Soviet Russia it seems almost 
unthinkable that the Russian people will for long remain cut off 
from the rest of the civilised world, ruled as they are at present by 
an iron-fisted dictatorship. Another few years will pass, they 
believe, and by the time Europe emerges from the morass of the 
present economic muddle, Russia too will appear as a democratic 
nation ruled by the majority of her people, The hundreds of 
thousands of Russian émigreés scattered all over Europe and America 
hope and believe that in the not too distant future they will play a 
considerable part in the destinies of Russia. In the meantime. thes 
are divided into many groups, Socialist, Liberal and Reactionary, 
and there is a good deal of anti-Semitism among them. The 
Reactionaries still believe that the Jews are responsible for the 
present condition of Russia, and many of them have no scruples in 
telling the Jews that when thev get their chance they will put the 
Jews back in chains again. The mecting in Paris is therefore 
significant as an expression of opinion among the Russian é¢iiiqres 
both Jews and non-Jews. as to the future of Jewry in Russia. The 
mecting Was presided over by Professor Miliukoff-—-an old Libera! 
leader with a considerable following among the middle classes and 
the Intelligentsia. He is undoubtedly the exponent of evervthing 
there is liberal among the Russians 

In opening the mecting, Professor Miliukoff said that the gathering 
was mennt to re-establish a lve .contact between his associates and 
Jewry, a contact. which was o real in the former struggles against the 
regime of arbitrariness and violence in Old Russia. Civil equality granted 
to the Jews by the February Revolution (February old style of 1917), has 
been, formally at least, maintained. The Jew is not persecuted now qua 
Jew. and if he suffers he suffers as a Russian citizen ofa certain economik 
There can be no doubt that this fact has brought us all much

therefore important that the voice of Russia should sound agaih from this 
public platform. Trne, they will not hear us over there in Russia, but it 


should be heard also by those here. who under the influence of distorted 
kleas of Nationalism cultivate their hatred of “’ strangers.” There can be 
no doubt that the aggravation of anti-Semitism in a number of countries is 
due to the post-War crisis. This crisis affects the Russian ¢miqrés very 
perceptibly and it is, therefore, imperative that their minds should bi 
sobered, 

‘Mr. Avxentieff—-a member of the Kerensky Government (and up to 
1914. a contributor to DARKEST RUSSIA, edited by Lucien Wolf) sail that 
when he Was in the U.S.A. a few vears ago he was sfruck by the affection 
shown by many American Jews for Kussia, from which they had been 
driven out by pogroms and persecution. It was time to put an end to the 
tales zealously spread by the anti-Semiuts 4, that the Jews were responsible 
for Bolshevism. His national sentiments simply revolted at the calumny 
that Bolshevism was the handiwork of the Jews. .To throw responsibilit, 
on others was dishonest and senseless, the Russians themselves were 
responsible for Bolshevism in Russia. The speaker thought that the fear 
of the Jews that the fall of Bolshevism would entail pogroms was trayic 
and was based on a misunderstanding. In any case what could be worse 
than the ceaseless destruction going on at present” 

Henry Sliosberg-—a prominent lawyer (a Jew) and one of the leaders 
of Russian Jewry and chamipion of Jewish emancipation under the old 
regime—said that the Russian Intelligentsia had always upheld the cause of 
Jewish civil equality. They had lived under the same yoke and had 
sympathised with one another, The Russians, however. never understood 
the mentality of Jewry or the spirit of Judaism. Anti-Semitism, which 
was so marked in certain circles, was doubtless the result of this deplorable 
lack of understanding. However, continued Mr. Sliosberg, this was 
mainly our own fault, for we had really done nothing to make Judaism 
understood. The Jewish ideal was the unity of humanity. aud Mr. 
Sliosberg expressed his conviction that just in Russia, with her numerous 
nationalities, the Jewish problem would be solved in the right way. 

The most bluntly outspoken speech was then made by Mr. Jabotinsky. 
the well-known leader of the Zionist-Revisionists. He said that the 
question of the future relations between Russia and the Jews was an 
important question, but the solution of the whole Jewish problem did not 
depend on that. Afterall there were only two million Jews left in Russia. 
while there were fifteen million Jews in the world. What was the so'nution 
for those thirteen millions” 

Continuing, Mr. Jabotinsky said: “ Christianity and Judaism preach 
the same ideal, but while we strive to achieve that ideal on the 
basis of social life, Christianity aims at individual perfection. The 
Jews strive to create a form of God-inspired society and they want 
the opportunity te undergo a new test in creating such a society on 
their own bit of territory.” Of course, in Russia there would be 
loft the large masses of Jewry which were most intimately bound 
up with the Russian State, or perhaps more particularly with Russian 
culture to which he himself was deeply attached. The builders of future 
Russia should bearin mind that among the Russian nationalities there 
were only two which were most vitally interested in the unity and 
indivisibility of Russian territory and these were the Great- Russians and 
the Jews. “ We Jews can afford to be Nationalists, but you Russians 
must not, for you must remain the champions of an Lmperial culture.” 

Among the speakers was also a Mr. Moskvin, a young intellectual who 
has recently left Russia and settled in France, and is the anthor of a 
number of very interesting articles on life in Soviet Russia, which show 
that he is an earnest and keen observer. “In the U.S.S.R.” he sa‘d.

That was why it was of 
such supreme importance that Jews in this country, who had not to 
face buch difficulties as their fellow Jews in other countries, should 
give generously. 

There was a remarkable demonstration when Mr. SOKOLOW rose 
to speak, the huge audience of over 1,000 people rising and 
applauding for some minutes. Referring to the position of the 
Gierman Jews he said he was not afraid of pogroms in Germany, but 
he was afraid of the degradation of the German Jews and the danger 
of their being pushed back to the ghetto, He was very sorry for the 
short-sightedness, not only of the German Jews, but of other Jews 
who did not realise the necessity for the restoration of the National 
liome in Palestine. If there were still Jews in Great Britain who 
were indifferent or prejudiced or hostile to Zionism, he could not 
understand it.

From Mr. MICHAEL MARCUS. 
To the Editor of Tur J&ewWisn CHRONICLE. 

sir,--1t- is to be hoped that Mr. Ussishkin's timely Warning, as 
well as Mr. Levin's letter, will have the effect of checking recent 
tendencies in the Zionist movement. Palestine is in distinct danger 
of becoming a new field for reckless financial exploitation at the 
expense of the Jewish masses who reside there. A good deal is 
heard in the Western world of inflated dividends and “ watered” 
capital; but the spectacle of Jewish capital “ watered” with orange 
juice in Palestine would be too painfully ludicrous to witness. Yet 
we are clearly heading in that direction, Every enlightened 
Jew knows that the National Home cannot be built on Western 
foundations which are crumbling in the dust. It is obvious that 
the self dild ritice of the Chalutzim in the past decade Was nop 
intended to provide a field for seltish ape ulators who have no 
sympathy with Zionist idealism. A twenty per cent. dividend from 
capital invested in orange groves may be very tempting, but it is 
not Zionism. Inflated capital values and excessive dividends and 
interest can only exist side by side with an impoverished Jewish 
working class; and the ultimate establishment of an economic 
Ghetto in the Holy Land would spell the destruction of the Zionist 
ideal. 

Unfortunately; Pa'es' ine is fast becoming the victim of blind flatterers 
on the one hand, and blind critics on the other. The former think that 
Zionists can do nothing wrong, and they welcome the most Sty rficial 
mivance With incontinent exuberance; while the latter believe the Zionists 
can do nothing right. The truth is that Zionists are trying to do the right 
thing in the wrong way in the fleld of economic reconstruction. . It is 
abundantly clear that, if existing speculative tendencies. are allowed to 
proceed unchecked, the day will soon come when Pa estine will be in peril 
of being “ held up” by tbe financial Al Capopnes of the Diaspora: indeed, 
this is already taking place in the purchase of land. On this topic, Mr. 
Levin has provided the Jewish public with valuable information, aithoueh 
he has only touched the surface. 

Public opinion is not logical; it is psychological; and thus it is quite 
CAaASY to mislead the multitude by: CACOUSSIVC optimism or by withholdin 
essential information. In this respect, the Zionist Organisation is 
unquestionably at fault in not having an efficient publicity department ; 
for, whatever may boggicl for the poli vy of political secrecy, there is nowa 
days no room for the cry of “hush, hush” in the economic sphere. Woe 
are past the stage of our first enthusiasms when we paid passionate 
homage to the Zionist ideal. The cons ructive phase has been reached, 
and justice can only be done to it by a well-informed Jewish public and 
it should be the aim of the movement to create a pub icity departmont 
which will tear aside the veil which conceals economic operations in 
Palestine. 

Mr. Ussishkin suggests a Jewish development loan, and his proposal! 
ig deserving of serious Consideration despite the diMictlties which surr tunel 
it. Wuite apart from his suggestion, however, it is possible to take inpune 
dliate st ps to arrest undesirable Sp culative tencences. At present, it is uot 
impracticable for public enterprise and private effort to function side by side, 
provided there is sound regulation of Investment SO as to enco rade thr 
development of private enterprise when it is not inconsistent with the publi 
interest. There is nodecay of Jewish genius to warrant the sug vestion that 
it is intpossible to evolve an organic control of fi ancialoperations. Palestine 
without a sound economic and financial basis, is certain to suffer a severe 
set-back in the near future; but we cana take immediate steps to avoid 
such a. calamity by getting to grips with the unpleasant facts of the 
situation. Many Zion sts have so innocently m sinterpreted the receut 
political stalemate that our leaders are perilo sly near being ranked 
among the angels! But economic facts are beyond dispute, and it is the 
duty of Jews to face them before it is too late.

The Colonial Secretary Objects to White Papers. 


PALESTINE’S NEED FOR CO-OPERATION, 


“IT am not cnamoured of White Papers. I seldom read them : 
I never write them,” declared Sir Secre. 
tary of State for the Colonies, at the Annual Dinner of the Anglo 
Palestinian Club, at which he was thg Guest of Honour, held on 
Wednesday evening at the May Fair Hotel, Berkeley Square, W.! 

Sir PHILir was responding to the toast of “~The Guest of 
Honour” proposed by Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW. Few architects of a 
great enterprise, he said, embracing on its economic side, agricul! 
ture, industry, emigration, land settlement, and trade development 
could look with satisfaction on the present and with confidence on the 
future. Yet on a conservative estimate they might not unreason 
ably look with such satisfaction and confidence on the present 
position and the future prospects of the great endeavour of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine. They could not only say 
that Palestine was prosperous relatively, but absolutely. He him 
self had learnt by experience that in administaition as in any 
constructive work there was little use for either hot heads or cold 
feet. He was convinced that policy should issue in daily action 
and not in words—justification by works. (Loud applause.) 

it was here that the Colonial Seeretary made the statement 
quoted above, and added that White Papers had appeared to him to 
be a form of literature which afforded unnecessary scope for 
learned commentators of every creed, and whose elaborate and 
meticulous examinations did not necessarily elucidate the true 
inwardness of the uninspired word. The only pledge worth 
having from a man he trusted was the pledge that he would do 
his best, and if he trusted him he did not need that pledge. He 
had been happy to find as his colleague in the administration of 
Palestine just such a man in Sir Arthur Wauchope. He deserved 
the complete contidence of the Government, and he had the confi 
dence of the Jews and the Arabs throughout Palestine. He hal 
come to his task with an instinct which exoerience had made a 
conviction, that the future of Palestine lay in the-co-operation of its 
peoples, in the economic development of the country where their 
interests were fundamentally andessentially the same. No one who 
cared for Palestine, Arabor Jew, could afford todoofher than his utmost 
to surmount the difficulties and allay the suspicions. 

In proposing “ The Jewish National Home,” Colonel Josran 
Wepawoop, M.P.. urged im connection with the persecution of 
minorities that they in this country should welcome and absort 
into their system and into their Jewish commuhities some of the 
persecuted elements of Europe. The best help that English people 
could give to the Jews at the present time was nob merely to make 
Palestine a haven of peace for a persecuted race, but to show their 
appreciation of what was decent behaviour and their reprobation of 
what was not decent behaviour, 


Palestine’s Guarantee for Peace. 


Mr. SoKOLOW said that more than all the great speeches made on 
the subject of peace at Geneva and more than the whole phraseology 
used by pacifists all over the world, the great guarantee for peace 
was the agricultural work which was being carried out in Palestine. 
He would like to see the time when the Jewish National Home 
would be sufficiently devetaped for Great Britain to be able to invite 
those suffering from persecitt#ién in other countries to enter the 
portals of the Holy Land. | 

The Toast of “ The Guest of Honour” was given by the Presi 
dent of the Club, Mr. JAMES DE ROTHSCHILD, M.P., who said there 
was one thing about which there could be no doubt—-that at the 
present time Palestine revelled in the best Minister of the Colonies 
that it hadever known. (Applause). He was glad to say that he 
was being helped in his work by Sir Arthur Wauchope in 
an admirable manner. 


Sir Philip to Visit Palestine. 


Professor 5. BRODETSKY, in supporting the toast, referred to a 
statement that the Colonial Secretary intended soon to visit Pales- 
tine, and said that if this were so he would suggest to Sir Philip that 
he should visit on the way some of the big centres of Jewish popula 
tion and see with his own eyes and hear with his own ears the best 
possible arguments for the need of a Jewish National Home in 
Palestine. (Applause.) Professor Brodetsky recalled the fact that 
one of Sir Philip's distinguished predecessors in his present office 
was the late Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, who first made a gestuie of 
friendliness to the Jewish Nation, and showed his practical interest 
in the ideal, by offering a piece of territory in East Africa. Of 
conrse, Zionists could not accept that territory, but they would 
never forget the nobility of that. gesture. 

Lord MELCHETT, in proposing the toast of ‘ The Anglo-Pales- 
tinian Club,” said the Club was bringing together that night all who 
believed in and were devoted to Palestine, and those Englishmen 
such as Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister and Col. Wedgwood, together with 
those associated with him who were helping them, who saw their 
ideals. who realised their ambitions and who were carrying out the 
great trust that had been imposed upon them. 

_ Mr. HANNEN SWArFER supported the toast, which was responded 
to. by Mr. Horowrrz, who said that they intended to go on on the 
foundation mapped out for them by Lord Balfour:

The Training of Hebrew Teachers.

Enthusinsts for Hebrew education in Leeds have for a long 
une been endeavouring to place the education of Jewish girls on a 
better footing than hitherto. These endeavours have met with 
success in one direction, namely, that the Leeds Education Council 
have granted the facilities for instruction in Hebrew to girls in-the 
Lovell Road Council Schools. With a view to securing an augmenta. 
tion of these facilities in other Council Schools, largely attended by 
Jewish pupils, an application has recently been made to the Director 
of Edueation for similar facilities for the teaching of Hebrew to girls 
in the Darley Street Council School. A letter has been received by 
the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson. from the Director of Education, stating that 
these facilities will be granted on the same terms as those existing tn 
the otherschool. H has been decided that stronger efforts should be 
made to obtain atraining in Hebrew for the Jewish male and female 
students now attending the Teachers’ Training College at Leeds. To 
further this object. a meeting was held on Sunday at Brandsby Lodge 
iwhich adjoins the new Synagogue in Chapeltown). Mr. Maurice 
Stross, who presided, said that he hoped the young Jewish aspirants 
for the teaching profession, would avail themselves of the facilities 
that were to’ be made for giving them a Hebrew training, and which 
would enable them eventually to take a class in Hebrew at any of 
the schools in which this tuition was in force. After some remarks 
Lv the Rev, Dr. J. Abelson and Messrs. A. M. Hurwitz, M. Silman and 
Maurice Saipe, the teachers present said they had listened very 
sympathetically to the suggestions which had been made, and they 
would convey those impressions to their fellow-students at the 
Training College who were not present. Their intention was to 
deliberate amoug themselves as to methods for carrying out the plans 
put before them if they found them feasible. 
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Mr. M. Stross presided at the annual nomination meeting of the 
Talmul Torah held on Sunday. He mentioned that the Talmud Torah 
had opened a branch at Meanwood to meet the requirements of the Jewish 
residents of the neighbourhood and constructed a new playground at a 
cost af £400.

Foundations of Judaisin,’ under the auspices of the B'nai B'rith 
in the Synagogue Hall, Salisbury Road. He dealt with the 
hygienic and wsthetic foundation. Dy. J. Lipetz presided, D> 


Daiches pointed out that in Jewish teaching it was 
soul of man that was regarded reverently but also his bods 
the dwelling-place of the soul. God's wisdom, goodness and glory 
were reflected in. the physical structure and appearance of man, in 
the same Way, a5 it was in his spiritual equipment, and the more 
perfect the structure the better the reflection. Health and beauty 
were essential aspects of that perfection, and the life 


not only the 


of man only 
acquired its full value when he was endowed with those Divine gifts, 


and knew how to retain them. The laws of the Torah were there 
fore intended just as mueh to further physical health and well. 
being as to foster moral goodness and spiritual-growth. The 
Hebrew word 312 (good) was applied al oto that which was sound 
and beautiful, and it was used in that sense in the first chapter of 
Gienesis. The Torah was described as a “good doctrine,” betause 
it secured life and spread happiness. The statutes and ordinances 
of the Divine Law were to secure for Israel freedom from the 
diseases Which were prevalent among other nations, and which 
were the inevitable result of sin and vice. The practice of virtue 
and goodness tended to preserve health and enhance beauty. 
The dietary laws had exercised a salutary effect, both spiritually 
und physically, on the life of the Jew throughout the centuries, and 
had helped to secure his survival. The importance which the 
Hebrew attached to physical perfection and to beauty of form, when 
associated with moral and spiritual strength, was reflected in 
the description given in the Bible of the leading personages in 
Israel's history, who were endowed with wsthetic attractiveness, 
und whose spiritual influence was therefore all the greater. It was 
usual to set up an antithesis between the Hebrew and the Greek 
outlook in relation to the appreciation of beauty of form. This was 
only justified in so far as the Hebrew refused to turn beauty into a 
eult and to pay homage to it—whether it was associated with piety 
and goodness or not,

Jews and Judicial Appeals.

The financial situation at home and abroad is severely affected 
by the Banking crisis in the United States. The closing of the 
Banks in that country came with somewhat dramatic suddenness at 
the end of last week. It was known of course, that difficulties were 
acute and Banking holidays had already been the practice in several 
States. The complete suspension of Banking and the consequent 
suspension of operations on the Wall Street Stock Exchange 
naturally created a world wide sensation. Many of the Banks in 
the United States bear no comparison whatsoever with the big 
Banks of this country. At the same time it must be admitted that 
the failures reported have been of the utmost importance. The 
leading Banks of the United States, especially those at. the big 
financial centres, are perfectly sound, but their position was rendered 
impossible by the failure of the smaller fry. What is to happen in 
the country when the Banks reopen is impossible to forecast at 
present. 


Successful Issues. 

Apart from a restriction of speculative activity the crisis in the 
Trited States has had no material effect upon the situation in this 
country. Supplies of credits are as abundant as ever and prevailing 
rates are extremely low, An investment demand for all high-class 
securities is observable, and the public still follows with the greatest 
possible interest new issues by reliable British undertakings. The 
lists of the recent issue of 1,000,000 43 per cent. “ C”™ Cumulative 
Redeemable Preference Shares of £1 each for Carreras Limited were 
closed within an hour of being opened. The issue was heavily 
oversubscribed. Further issues of this character would receive a 
most ready welcome.

ROMEO AND JULIET (Old Vic). 
What a magnificent job the Old Vic company make of Shakes. 
peare’s superb love tragedy! Mr. Harcourt Williams’ production is 


quite faultless in its tactful use of unchanging scene altered 
by suggestion and lighting only, and adapted to the use of 
curtains. He has obtained just the right smoothness of 
dramatic flow and emploved breaks deliberately where the text 
more or less demands. Perhaps the most vivid proof of his 
rightness was at. the very end where Friar Lawrence's brief 
recapitulation of the tragedy in the tomb prior to the recon. 


ciliation between the families emphasises the simply personal nature 
of the events so as to bring out the wider tragedy of love and hate and 
pride which rises up to the noble dignity of the lastcurtain. Had the 
canphasis on the rhythm of the play been at fault, the Friar’s speech 
would have sat like a roysterer’s top hat, aslant and superfluous, and 
the majesty which the conclusion spreads backwards in our memory 
of the play would have been lost. For Peggy Ashcroft's Juliet I have 
not words of sufficient praise. Her poise, the sensitive understand 
ing of love kindled and fanned to fury before it could grasp its own 
significance, her never-failing suggestion of girl and woman, the 
sincerity with which she expressed the trusting and groping of 
extreme youth, and the profound pathos of her words of unhapp: 
ness, always hinting that she of all could so0 easily have been 
supremely hanpy—these are but a few outstanding qualities in an out 
standing performance. Her voice control, at first rather level, varied 
very beautifully later, and gave the right harmonies to some of those 
unforgettable lines. I was almost as pleased with Marius Goring’s 
Romeo. Just occasionally some lines of particular beauty were 
not done justice to. On the other hand his diction was clear even when 
quick, his voice pleasant and his development of character, the hint 
he gave of manhood hurrying in to where had been thoughtless 
vouth, was most convincingly done. I am afraid fair praise of the 
cast would be a long journey in print. Clare Harris was brilliant 
as the nurse, and that versatile actor Roger Livesey made old man 
Capulet a vivid and definitely individual factor in the play. Malcolm 
Keen's Mercutio was another superb piece of work, and Morland 
Graham's Friar Lawrence was a model of economically obtained 
effectiveness. For the intelligent I strongly recommend a-visit to the 
Old Vic this week, or to Sadler's Wells next, to see this production. 
They should certainly not miss it. 


JOLLY ROGER (Savoy). 


It is not merely the accident of this musical burlesque appear- 
ing at the cradle of comic opera that suggests comparison with the 
works of Gilbert and Sullivan, which entered into famous association 
with the Savoy in the closing decade of last century. Messrs. Scobie 
Mackenzie and V. C. Clinton-Baddeley, together with their composer, 
Mr. Walter Leigh, have produced a show that can well look the 
Savoy classics in the eyes. Possibly the times are in their favour. 
“G. and S.” operas are suffering from something démodé in their 
appearance to-day; on the other hand, their origins are not yet 
The voung days of our grandpirents may be 
pleasantly quaint; those of our parents have all. the tedrum 
of righteously digestible one-day-old bread. Even. the pre. 
eminently sensible Dr. Johnson allowed himself to declare that there 
was no such thing as stvle in the writings which appeared in the 
decades before his birth. And so “Jolly Roger’ comes with a 
refreshing freedom from mustiness, as bright, vivid, tuneful, rhyme- 
ful and humorous as the average of Gilbert and Sullivan, but fresh 
and outspoken and flavoured with an attractive animal spirit that 
would have done credit to the days of the Merry Charles, the period 
in which it is set. The burlesque is.frank and discreetly applied. 
Gavin Gordon has glorious oaths wherewith to adorn his seven. 
teenth century villainy and his mode of addressing any girl 
who attracts his bold bad eye, with “ ’sblood, chit!” is immensely 
amusing. Of course, the sustained atmosphere of good broad 
humour is provided by George Robey as Bold Ben Blister, 
taking little help from his part and creating his mirth by 
sheer innate funniness. Victor Orsini sings well in the title réle 
a full-blooded melodrama hero, young, handsome and “ wrongly 
accused of piracy,” while Muriel Angelus its quite a triumph as the 
Admiral’s daughter, so fair and so pure. Her singing is as lovely 
and charming as her appearance. Sara Allgood has little opportunity 
to use her abilities. The chorus work is excellent and the settings 
thoroughly “jolly.” It is a great joy to find the music in a musical 
show neither meaningless and so empty that one cannot recall it, 
nor “clever” and of the kind one wishes one could forget. The 
orchestration, though sometimes heavy and a hindrance to hearing 
the neat and pleasing. lyrics, is neither pretentious nor banal. A 
thoroughly jolly show, in fact, that ought to be sure of many 
months’ success. 


THE LAKE (Arts). 


Miss Dorothy Massingham, who, in conjunction with Mr. 
Murray Macdonald, is the author of this drama, deserves con- 
gratuJations for her courage in daring to attempt tragedy in an age 
when this form of drama is reserved for the “ arrived” or for those 
whose method of catharsig stops short of physical catastrophe. The 
play shows a masterly audience-sense, proves it in fact by successfully 
sailing out into almost farcical sdtire in the second act and yet 
keeping full grasp of the threads of central argument so that the 
swift descent of tragedy does not shake the balance. The delineation 
of the central character, Stella, is a very clever piece of work. She 
is rightly a pawn in the grasp of events, and no attempt is made to 
win sentimental sympathy for her. Indeed, at first, I felt little 
liking for this daughter of wealthy “ county" people who could doa 
few things passably, paint, play the piano, etc., and nothing well, 
who loafed inelegantly and had the sole saving grace of admitting 
her own futility. Her affair with the husband of a neighbour, 
realistically cheap and realistically broken up by a lot of common

sense on his part, however unromantic, and a little respectable 
pride on hers, is the prelude to her real love for the man whom 
she marries, and of whom anaccident robs her. Marie Ney's acting 
of Stella proclaimed her an actress of the first rank: and A. R. 
Whatmore and Alan Napier gave performances that were impressively 
sincere. Excellent work was also given by Esme Church and May 
Whitty in two thoughtfully constructed characters. The latter 
never allowed her portrayal of the complete m.uterialist to suffer from 
the humour of an utterly un-understanding woman among sensitive 
persons. People nowadays do not welcome the purgation of suffer- 
ing, so that the commercial chances of this play would not seem 
attractive. But its success may be judged from its power, which 
was quite noticeable, to move such a dramatically experienced 
audience as one finds at the Arts Theatre. 


JEAN DE LA LUNE (Play Society). 

It was a bold enterprise for the Play Society to put on this 
whimsical comedy by Marcel Archard in English at the Grafton 
Theatre on Sunday night. Translation alone, however sensitively 
done, must rob the original of that quality of lightness which is the 
essence of the play. The story and the characters are utterly 
Parisian, and hence there is nothing for wonder that Peter Ridge- 
way and Mary Grew failed to create the atmosphere necessary for 
this little study in loves and lovers. Jef, the little florist, who so 
selflessly adores his Marceline, is superficially a quaintly ridiculous 
character, and Peter Ridgeway could never suggest the ridiculous. 
Hence, the faint breezes of pathos missed their mark while Mary 
Grew, with her predominantly deeper character and understanding, 


superficially emotional woman. of affairs. Reginald Jarman’s 
Clotaire was much nearer the mark. lie made the clownish, 


lumpish brother of his beautiful but man-mad sister at least 
theatrically believable—which is all that is-required of any of the 
characters. There is any amount of delicate beauty in the piece, 
and, within the limits I have indicated, both Peter Ridgeway and 
Mary Grew showed a very appealing understanding of it. They

Thank goodness. lie has been to’ no 
school of languaces to ruin the richness of his pronunciation’s inaccuracies? 
jut he has in the short time contrived to add somie delightful items to his 
ilveady rich programme, while some of those in his last show have hb men 
‘ondensed. ‘The “ Night at Yards” is retained and con inues to bring the 
nouse down, and the charming “ Love Under the Chr simas Tree” has also 
yeen spared though in slightly shorter form. The singing is as Vigorous and 
rich as ever, and the perforiwance of one of the ladies of MT. Balieff's com- 
pany, Who bears a signal likeness to the great Garbo, is a triumph of stige 
personality. Mile, Diakonova and M. Fedc:off are admirable dancers, and 

the scenery and decor is, as usual, brilliant. G.J. 


FRANCIS THOMPSON (Q). 

I understand that this anonymous play was read by Wilfred Meynell 
and that he consented to its production. Though this may be quite a 
different thing from his approving it, it does mea. tat the play is sub- 
stautially true in all its material facts and that the dramatist’s portrayal 
of the poet is consistent with his character as known by his intimate 
friends. If this play were a generality,- under som such title as 
“ Poet.” such cons derations would vot arise but as it deals with a 
period in the life of an actual and recently deceased poet wheu he 
was addicted to opium and living on the immoral earnings of a w mano, 
it is particularly important that the popular sensationalism inherent in 
the story should not be stressed at the expense of trath or even true 
perspect ve. But any fears of this that one had were quickly allayed by 
the writing, by Sir Nigel Playfair’s dignified production, aud by 
the quiet acting of Ernest Milton as the poet and Mary Glynve as 
the prostitute. In spite of the obvious dramatic form of these three 
years in Irancis Thompson's life, the period from whem he left home 
to when he found a new home with the Meynelis, the dramatist 
has many difficulties to contend with. He is immediately opposed 
by Voltaire’s still-true maxim, that a dramatist must be a poet witho it 
ever letting any of his characters appear to be poets. Here he was 
hel, ed enormously by Mr. Milton’s restrained acting; he reduced poetic 
postures to a minimum, even when under the influence of opium, and he 
conveyed (rightly for the dramatic pur. ose) an intellectual rather than 
anemotional oct. Then, too, the dramatist is faced with the fact that 
l‘rancis Thompson was the mostinarticulate of men in his speech, though 
ihe most eloquent with his pen. It was obvious to the audicnce 
that this Francis Thompson was a poet, for he ‘spoke poetically, but 
how many of us would have recognised the orizinal Tho:npso: for 
a poet if we had ‘met him? In particular his relationship with “Ann” 
must have becn inarticulate, yet it could not be played so for three 
acts. We do not know why he was befriended by the “ brave, sad, 
lovingest, tender thing”; her side of the matter is not likely to be dis- 
closed now. The dramatist makes her faith in hs genius a sufficient 
force, an assumption that is justified by her self-effacement when he at 
last found success. And here again the dramatist was enormously helped 
by the player and the producer. Miss Glynne, though the temptation to 
the contrary must have been enormous, playe | “Ann” with dead-voiced 
matter-of-factness, made of her a prdctical woman with a job to be done 
and keeping her feelings to herself. An ther excellent iece of acting 
came from that great comedian Hay Petrie as a Cockney s nger to theatre 
queues, Who also befriende:! the poet. In the small space of the Q Theatre 
he appeared to overact a little, particularly in contrast to the restraint of 
the other principals, yet it was oue of those performances that w.li live 
inthe memory as having been created out of nothing. Charlies Carson, 
Natal e Moya, Henry Wolston, Evan Joho, Mabel ‘ ons anduros, Edgar 
Norfulk, Dorice Fordred, May Agate and George Skillan all playod their 
part in an acting team that could scarcely have been bettered. I°.G.5, 


The Settlement Players in Ansky’s “Dybbuk,” 

This ambitious band of amateurs, who;se work improves with each 
production, gave a truly superb rendering of Ausky’s mystical story, the 
“ Dyubuk,” on Sunday evening in the hali of the Bernhard Baron Settle- 
ment, Berner Street, E. Que does not often see such an outstanding 
performance on the Jewish Amateur Stage, and siucere congratulations 
are the due of the Settlement Players for departing from the usual worn- 
out paths. I was pleased to learn that the choice of p.ay was influenced 
by the remarks made previously in these columns on the oeed of Jewish 
Societies presenting Jewish plays. The we.l-known story tells how the 
spirit of a dead man entered into the body of the woman he loved and 
refused to leave until it was solemnly exorcised with all the ritual of the 
law. From the moment the curtain went up, the correct, gloomy, mystical 
atmosphere was created, and I confess I was held spelibound by the 
acting of this youthful cast. The average age of the girls was about 
seventeen and that of the men about twenty-two. Despite the length of 
the play—about four hours—and the lateness of the hour at which it 
terminat d, | was unable to tear myself away until it concluded, which 
was at about twelve o’clock. To Mr. Reuben Caplin, the producer, must 
be given sincere praise for the presentation of a play extremely diffi-ult 
for amateurs. His handling of the cast was masterly, and he woul. be 
well advised to give another performance for the beuefit of a wider Jewish 
public; I understand that hundreds were unable to gan admis ion. Ina 
cast of unque-tionable ability Greta Marchins y as Leah, the bride, gave 
an impressive performance, and Joseph Pleat as Azreal, the old and 
venerable Rabbi who exorcises the “ Dybbuk,” dominated the stage when- 
ever he was ou it. Soph e Steiner, Louis Cowan and David Brenner were 
excellent in their respective réles. If another erf rmance ts attempted, 
an effort should be made to improve the blowing of the Shofar. A 
performance was previously given on Saturday evening. 1.B.

MUSIC. 

Music for Stringed Instru nents. 
The chief item in a programm: of music for stringed instrumen's 
playe | by the string sect'o1s of the British Women's Sym hhony Orches'ra, 
at AZolian Hall, on Monday evening, was the performance of items from 
Ilaydn’s Passion Music, from his ‘* Seven Words on the Cross.” — Its chief 
interest Was in giving cause for wonder that it should have been revived at 
all, at leastin that form, for it is obviously ‘‘aceompanimental” music, with 
the man melodic line, that for voices missing in most cases, Nor can 
it be said that Haydn in this musie adequately conveys the so emnity 
of such moments as the utterance of ** My God My God, why hist Thou 
foresaken me?’’ or “‘It is finished.’ Indeed, throughout, music 
seemed eminently suitable for a ligut cone ‘rt orche«tra, but by no means 
for expression of a religious spirit. It was in eresting to listen to Havdn 
struggling with an “ carthquake” with the aid only of strings, and pro- 
ducing the effect of humaa contortionists at work. Before that we had 
Locatelli’s Symphony in & mioor, andafter the interval a Prsiudeand Fugue 
from Bach's “ Wohitempiertes Klavier,” arringed by the eonductor, 
Henry Joachim, and Holst’s St. Paul’s Suite. Heary Joachim isa voung 
man aud has ample time and scope for develop ng any gifts asa conductor 
he may possess. Of his wo.kon Monday one can say that it was com 
petent, bat it lacked all the greater essentials of inspired conducti 


Levitzki. 

There was an uneasiness about Mischa Levitzki's playing at Wigmoro 
Hallon Tuesday evening which has not been noticeable on his previons 
visits to London. Perhaps it was the smalicr hall and the unusually sma!! 
audience, which was in numbers quite unworthy of this flue pianist. 
Perhaps also the not too attractive programme had something to do with 
it. Iu the first gr »up Schumann’s G M nor sonata shared chief importance 
with Bach’s Chroma ic Fantasia and Fugue, but of the two works tho 
Bach was much the more interesting in every respect, not even Levitzki's 
virtuosity compensating for Schumann's ster lity ininvention. The Metody 
from Gluck’s ** Orpheus "’ showe 1 what Levitzki can do with a perfectly 
simple, slow theine, as also did the A Major Prelude of Chopin after the 
interval, in which ‘‘saspense values’’ were exploited to their fullest. 
Levitzki is usnally at his best in Chopin; and allthisg oup, which included 
a Fantasy, an Ktude, four. Preludes and the third Scherzo, was played 
with unusual grace and strength. For delicacy and dexterity of fingering 
this pia iist can hardly be excelled; there are very few who can. produce 
as perfect a trill, or can be so precise vet vi alin theirtempo. Tofin sh with 
** Arabesques oo the Beaut fal Blue Danubo’’ wasa bad error of judgment ; 
it has not even the merit of being a goo i show-piece. 


The Isaac-Griller Ensemble. 

The Griller Quartet and Harry Isaacs added Leon Goossens and Maria 
Korchinska to their number on [hursday, in order toinclude Arnold Bax’s 
harp and oboe quintets in their programme. A: Franck’s and Bl ch’'s 
pia ioforte quintets (the latter repe .wkted by request) were also add d, the 
evening was unasualliy varied and eijoyable. The second h aring of 
Bloch’s quintet was more satisfactory, and the second movement especial! 
was 1eve tied as having a great of very cxpressive writing in it. Of 
Bax's two quintets, | prefer the oboe, for the harp quintet secms too 
vague and the harp not over well blended with the four striag instruments.
